NEW YORK. April 28.—Radio, according to all indications, is definitely in for 
the best summer biz it will have experienced since the industry entered the big 


business classification. 


This is based on figures obtained by The Billboard from 


NBC, CBS and as representative of larger indie stations, WOR. Sales managers of 
all outlets mentioned credit the improvement to the general business upturn 


nationally. 


In addition, however, Paul Keston, of CBS, stated that the percentage 


of increase shown or the CBS books was far out of proportion to the general trend 


and that the increase in biz for CBS was 
more than gained by other advertising 
media. Keston attributed this better- 
ment principally to the printed broad- 
cast sent out about a month ago by CBS, 
showing the increase in size of summer 
audiences, due to auto and midget 
radios and the increase in number of 
receivers in hoteis and sumimer camps.

Lobbying Defended 
In Show Tax Fight 


FRANKFORT, Ky., April 28.—TIndict- 
ments charging legislative agents failed 
to file expense accounts of their activi- 
ties in working in behalf of their com- 
panies during the 1934 Legislature with- 
in 30 days after adjournment of the 
Legislature as required by law were re- 
turned against two theater companies 
and one carnival company along with 
44 various other concerns by the Prank- 
lin County grand jury. 

The indictments returned were against 
the Frankfort Amusement Company, 
Frankfort; the Phoenix Amusement 
Company, Lexington, and the F. H. Bee 
Shows, Russellville. 


The law provides that lobbyists must 
register with the attorney-general dur- 
ing the session and must file an ac- 
count of expenses incurred within 30 
days after the conclusion of the session. 

George Myers, manager of the Capitol 
Theater here, owned and operated by 
the Frankfort Amusement Company, 
stated tonight that if theater exhibitors 
of America did not look after the in- 
terests of themselves and their patrons 
the whole future of screen entertain- 
ment in the nation would be threatened, 

“It is only by expert counsel with 
legislators, by men who know the ex- 
hibitors’ side of screen business, that 
intelligent legislation for the benefit of 
exhibitor and public alike may be in- 
sured. 


“As for the charges in this particular 
case, I know nothing about them. I 
incurred no expense during my efforts 
to secure legislation beneficial to the 
movie exhibitors and public and for 
that reason, and very naturally, did not 
file an expense account. 


“The thing to be deplored generally is 
that not more money and time &re spent 
in honest and sincere effort to improve 
the business of screen entertainment as 
it affects the rights of exhibitors. Ex- 
hibitors have always been fighting an 
uphill battle—a battle against preju- 
diced and ignorant legislation and 
against the grasping policies of the pro- 
duction studios.”

NEW YORK, April 28.—The poll of 62 
local Loew theaters by the NRA to as- 
certain whether or not a majority of 
cleaners and service employees want Lo- 
cal 118 of the Theater and Amusement 
Employees’ Union to represent them 
ended today. The representative of the 
Labor Department taking the poll starts 
immediately on the 38 local RKO thea- 
ters and is expected to announce the 
results of both polls Wednesday. 


Meanwhile, Charles C. Levey, secre- 
tary of the local, is charging Loew of- 
ficials with obstructing an impartial 
vote. He claims theater managers have 
been intimidating employees and that a 
delegation of Loew executives visited 
each theater just before the voting, al- 
lowing their presence, py implication, to 
frighten employees. Furthermore, Levey 
claims, the balloting took place in open 
view of the house managers. 


Levey says the usuion is asking for a 
closed shop, no matter how the voting 
turns out. If the circuits won’t recog- 
nize him after the poll, he insists he 
will call the much-threatened strike. 

The Tivoli Theater in Brooklyn, mean- 
while, is still being picketed. Its charge 
of coercion <gainst Levey brought him 
to Special Sessions Court Tuesday where 
he pleaded not guilty and was ordered 
to appear for trial May 21. 


AKRON, O., April 30.—Local 127 of the 
Building Service Employees’ Interna- 
tional Union is pickettng Loew's Akron 
Theater. Seven ushers who were dis- 
charged January and ordered reinstated 
by the Regional Compliance Board have 
not yet been taken back. 

R. C. Rechel, secretary of the union, 
says he has lined up the backing of the 
local Central Trades and Labor Council 
in boycotting the theater, and that he 
is also writing to central labor bodies 
thruout the country asking them to boy- 
cott Loew theaters.

AFM Rebels 
Found Guilty 


No sentence, however — 
figured as club over fac- 


tion’s head—plans held up 


a 

NEW YORK, April 28.—The 12 mem- 
bers of the “rebel” faction of Local 802 
of the American Federation of Musicians 
who were placed on trial before the 
board of the local after they had in- 
sisted on holding a meeting earlier this 
month, despite a ban from AFM, have 
been found guilty. No actual sentences, 
however, has been meted out and none 
will be, unless further actions of the 
12 involved call for further reprimands. 

In suspending sentence, observers fee) 
the local has played its hand in the 
wisest fashion possible. Conviction nas 
given the board of the local a definite 
club to hold over the heads of the re- 
rellious faction involved. This is par- 
ticularly true now, since another “rebel” 
meeting to go over the local autononty 
question is supposed to be held May 4. 

The 12 members involved in this case 
got into the jam April 2. Late in March 
the musicians decided to appoint a 
committee to prepare a new slate of of- 
ficers and revised by-laws to enforce a 
previously approved referendum okehing 
local autonomy. Shortly after the refer- 
endum was given approval by the local 
members, the AFM’s international board 
nixed the proposition and forbade a 
meeting, listed for April 2, and another 
meeting, for a proposed election, April 
30. Overlooking this decision, the group 
involved met at a hall a short distance 
away from local headquarters, which 
had been closed to them. They were 
then placed on trial. 


Meanwhile, no progress has been made 
in a proposal to place a quartet of un- 
employed musicians in churches of vari- 
ous denominations thruout the city. 
one such group had been engaged for 
choral work by the Park Avenue Pres- 
byterian Church and it had been hoped 
that a considerable number of men 
could be used in other churches Local 
is not being approached by the group 
favoring this unemployment solution 
until all details have been worked out.

Pop music men meet Tuesday to approve code which 
has already received okeh of standard men—former 
NRA objections removed—adoption believed near 

e 


NEW YORK, April 30.—Pressed by 
NRA officials for immediate action on 
their proposed code, the music publish- 
ing industry, both popular and standard 
music publishers, has again outlined a 
combined code which has already been 
approved by the standard music men 
with the exception of one provision con- 
sidered unimportant and pertaining to 
administrative affairs. The popular 
music men will hold a meeting on Tues- 
day of this week to approve the code, 
and as soon as notice of ratification has 
been forwarded to Washington a public 
hearing will be set for 10 days later. It 
is believed that the combined code will 
be immediately approved by the NRA 
administrator, since all former objections 
to the code have been removed. 

Changes in the present code affect the 
first seven articles only, and in the ma- 
jority of the cases pertain to labor and 
working-hour clauses, as well as a 
change in the child labor provision. Also 
changes have been made in the admin- 
istrative clauses which have been modi- 
fied within the statutory requirements, 
and the special provisions dealing with 
unfair competition such as cutting out 
the bribed plugs and allied matters are 
criminal offenses if violated. 

Despite the many setbacks to the 
music code, which was among the first 
to be sent to Washington for approval,

Fiashes 


NEW YORK, April 30.—Arthur Burke, 
of the Lennen & Mitchell Agency, today 
stated that all reports that the Lysol 
program on NBC wouid resort to inter- 
national broadcasts were erroneous. 
Burke stated no such thought existed 
for the commercial, nor was it contem- 
plated It had been reported that 
Charlie Morrison had been negotiating 
with several European stars for the Ly- 
sol show. 


For the 28-week period ending March

FTC Set on Asking for 
Sponsor Credits June 1 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—The Federal 
Trade Commission has definitely decided 
to ask broadcasting companies and ad- 
vertising agencies to submit their com- 
mercial credits to the board beginning 
June 1. This move was decided upon 
after conferences between members of 
the FTC and heads of National Associa- 
tion of Broadcasters and other radio 
men. 

Just what this move presages is not 
exactly known. but it is looked upon as 
the first move toward exercising official 
government supervision of advertising 
copy on sponsored programs. On the 
other hand, the FTC goes on record as 
stating that it is just a routine matter. 


Want Studio Data on 
Free Performances 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—The Radio 
Code Authority has sent out over 200 
questionnaires to broadcasters on the 
subject of free studio performances in 
an effort to determine the extent of this 
type of patronage and gather additional 
data on the subject. The stations are 
asked to return the filled-out question- 
naires by June 1. 

Broadcasters are asked to report the 
number of visitors, maximum capacity 
of their studios, whether free admis- 
sions are regular or occasional, whether 
the performances are at the request of 
the sponsor and designed to create good 
will or for the purpose of entertainment 
only. Also whether these admissions are 
at times paid for and if so what per- 
centage of the total and whether a 
limitation or restriction on free shows 
would hurt the sale of time.

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Indie Agents Threaten To 
Boycott Chiseling Bookers 


New agents’ organization asks indie bookers to observe 
code provisions—members pledge not to sell below code 
will ask for AFA co-operation—meeting next week 


NEW YORK, Aprii 30.—The indie agents’ association will attempt to boycott all 
indie bookers paying under-code salaries. It appointed a committee of three to notify 
bookers that association members will book with them only if they pay code salaries. 
It will also ask the bookers’ co-operation in enforcing the code and will visit the 
Code Authority and ask “full enlightenment on the code” and the C. A.’s co-opera- 
tion. Thirty of the association’s 37 members were present at Thursday night’s meet- 
ing and pledged themselves not te sell acts in violation of code provisions. The 


association says it is going after the 25 
or 30 agents not already members in an 
attempt to strengthen its position in 
pressing reforms. 

Nominations for officers were made at 
the meeting. The official slate comprises: 
Phil Coscia for president; Sid Hall, vice- 
president; Don Sherwood, secretary; 
Buddy Lee, treasurer, and Sam Shepard, 
Al Rickard, Sam Berk, Bruce Duffus and 
Lew Sharp for the board of governors. 


An opposition slate puts up Eddie 
Riley, A) Rickard, Jack Davies, William 
Shilling and Sy Fox for the board. Elec- 
tions will be held May 7, the date of the 
annual meeting. 


Constitution and by-laws adopted in- 
clude provisions for an arbitration board 
and also a clause requiring members to 
submit lists of their acts each month to 
the secretary. 


The committee, composed of William 
Shilling, chairman; Lew Sharp and Bill 
Miller, along with Coscia, visited indie 
bookers Friday and Saturday and in- 
formed them of the association's action. 
It asked them to co-operate in action 
‘against agents caught selling under code. 
The committee says all of the bookers 
promised their aid. 


It also visited the Code Authority Fri- 
day to get an interpretation of certain 
vague clauses in the vaude section. It 
was told that the $40-a-week clause 
means $40 net for seven consecutive days 
(whether played in one house or not) 
and $7.50 a day for extra days. Less than 
seven consecutive days must be paid $7.50 
a@ day. A half week, for example, must 
also be paid the per diem rate of $7.50 
@ day. 

The committee says it will ask the 
American Federation of Actors for co- 


operation in getting evidence against 
chiseling bookers.

NEW YORK, April 28—Central pro- 
cuction departments, from which units 
emanate to travel intact to various parts 
of the country, look to be a thing of the 
past. Paramount-Publix and F. & M., 
which have had production unit routes, 
found their method this season of giv- 
ing individual production service to the- 
aters as being more profitable. Both 
intend keeping on with this policy. 

Paramount-Publix, which once had 2 
unit presentation route that ran up- 
wards of 20 weeks, established individual 
production crews in five towns this sea- 
son. The crews were located here and 
in Buffalo, Boston, Detroit and Chicago. 
Reports from the home office indicate 
that the setup has been profitable and 
suggestion has been made that it be 
continued. 


F. & M. has been following similar 
lines when supplying shows to theaters. 
When getting a theater as a client F. & 
M. immediately sends out a production 
torce, while the individual acts are 
booked out of the local office. 


The Interstate Circuit, of which 
Charles Freeman is booker, is the only 
circuit at present that concentrates on 
playing units intact, but the dates are 
limited to the Texas territory. Only one 
or two of the dozen or so units were 
picked up by other theaters either on 
their way to or returning from Texas. 
The higher priced units were played tn 
the bigger cities, where shows of that 
type were known to please, while the 
wildcatting units played successfully in 
some spots aad starved in others.

Compliance Board makes 


Sands pay—Grisman hits 
board’s interpretation

NEW YORK, April 30.—The local Re- 
gional Compliance Board has begun 
work on clearing complaints of Chorus 
Equity against vaude producers. One 
producer, Hal Sands, has settled in full; 
another, Sam H. Grisman. threatens to 
go to the Supreme Court to disprove 
Chorus Equity’s claim, and a third, John 
Schultz, will be called to a hearing 
when he returns from the Coast 
Wednesday. 


Chorus Equity put in a claim for $252 
against Sands, claiming that, since a 
line of 12 girls in his Little Show unit 
had laid off a week between its open- 
ing and closing weeks, each of the girls 
had $3 a day for seven days coming. 
Sands paid the full amount to the Com- 
pliance Board last week. He says he 
was not aware of violating the code at 
the time. 


Chorus Equity’s complaint against 
Grisman, a theatrical attorney who pro- 
duced a vaude unit last month, has met 
with a rebuff. Grisman is asked to pay 
off a line of girls who rehearsed but did 
not open with the unit. He has noti- 
fied the compliance board that “there 
is nothing in the vaudeville code that 
says we must keep every girl who tries 
cut for a unit.” Grisman says he mere- 
ly changed girls who couldn't make tHe 
grade.

License Dept.to bear down 
— vaude agents said to 
stand okeh 


NEW YORK, April 28.—With Tuesday 
as the deadline for the licensing of all 
theatrical agents, according to the rul- 
ing of License Commissioner Paul Moss, 
the latter is mapping out plans to check 
up on agents applying for licenses and 
on those holding out. It is reliably re- 
ported that he is going to wield a lot 
of pressure, tho most of it will be di- 
rected at other than vaude agents. Those 
in vaude have been spared the depart- 
ment’s force by retaining Maurice Good- 
man as counsel. 

Applications for licenses and renewal 
requests have been .getting the once 
over, all this week from Mrs. Rosalie L. 
Whitney's department, and co-operation 
has been given by several outsiders in 
possession of theatrical knowledge. The 
department will refuse licenses to a 
number of applicants, and then will run 
down agents who have not applied. 

The pressure will be brought to bear 
mostly on club agents and those who 
are known to be stag bookers. Commis- 
sioner Moss has been reminded of this 
part of the business right along by the 
Police Department. which is demanding 
a cleanup of stags. 

Vaude agents, thru Goodman, sub- 
mitted a brief to Moss, who in turn 
passed it along to Mrs. Whitney and 
the Corporation Counsel's office. It is 
understood, tho no confirmation was 
given, that the Commissioner has been 
told that it would be difficult for him 
to force licensing of the vaude agents. 
It is now understood that Moss is trying 
to have Goodman gets the agents to 
consent voluntarily to licensing. 

Moss has been checking up the vaude 
licenses held by theaters and found one, 
the Monroe Theater, operating under a 
common show license. To have a vaude 
license, Moss pointed out, a theater 
must have a suitable stage and dressing 
rooms. He also said that the vaude 
license is required whether a theater 
play one day or one week of vaude.

Palace is best spot for a long-legged 
guy to snooze in these days. Never any 
trouble finding two vacant seats tan- 
dem. On Broadway the picture is king. 
That's ome of reasons why folks steered 
clear of the Memorial to Big-Time 
Vaudeville this ideal box-office after- 
noon. Warner's As the Earth Turns is 
the feature, presenting no better mag- 
nets than Jean Muir and Donald Wood. 
There’s also Ruth Etting in a Radio 
short, The Derby Decade; a swell one, 
too. On the stage Grace Hayes is the 
standout with her son, Lind Hayes. 
Gomez and Winona hold up the caboose 
position. Show ran 72 minutes. Not 
too long had it been a better show. Dave 
Mordecai and his bandsters played well; 
inconspicuously well, which is far better 
than its converse. 

Ray and Sunshine are a blond and 
brunet combo who sprinkle acrobatics 
lightly on a pleasant dancing routine. 
Girls have interesting costumes, made 
up of mountains of ruffles. Nothing 
sensational here. Just a pleasing, mod- 
erately paced opener. Running time too 
short and not enough variation to war- 
rant better spotting. 

Two Daveys are deucers in their jug- 
gling act; at least the act where the 
male gabs his head off while jongleuriz- 
ing and the trim little lady walks on 
and off handing him stuff. No com- 
plaint against Davey as a juggler. In 
fact, he’s one of best around here. But 
somebody ought to do something—for 
his sake—about his loose gab. His atti- 
tude frequently becomes barely distin- 
guishable from insulting. If an Ameri- 
can were to take slaps at the Britishers 
on their home grounds as he does the 
vice versa they’d give him the biggest 
bird that was ever born in dear old 
England. Spottily and indifferently re- 
ceiving during the act’s running, he 
wound up in a blaze of applauditory 
glory. 

Grace Hayes got along nicely next to 
a mike and accompanied by Newell 
Chase. Her best bet was Chase’s opus, 
One in Love. Young Lind eases in with 
his familiar Ol’ Debbil Mike bit, later 
walking out for a bow with ma and re- 
maining to do Wagon Wheels, with fair 
delivery. Nicely received-——all of it. 

Harry Ross and Eddie Edwards, assist- 
ed by Johnny Convey, are rather slow 
in getting started, but, thanks to John- 
ny’s sensational stepping, everything 
turned out all right. Ross and Edwards 
are fair gabbers and one of ‘em is a 
mugger second to few. Johnny, who 
used to work with his twin sisters, has 
added several swell bits to his routines. 
He will some day land. Acts like this 
are merely a stop-off place for this mas- 
ter of footloosery. 

Gomez and Winona are fortunate in 
having as their melodic background 
Paul Tisen and his Gypsy Girl Ensemble. 
Also in the band’s company are the 
Caron Sisters, singers and hoofers. The 
ballroom team do two numbers char- 
acterized by breath-taking grace and 
tasteful costuming. First is in waltz 
time and second is their now familiar 
Bolero. Tisen’s unit should be able to 
make the grade in a class super club.

With the presenting of George Olsen’s 
Orchestra and Ethel Shutta this week, 
Balaban & Katz are setting aside, at 
least for the time being, the elaborate 
presentation policy which they in- 
augurated a couple of weeks ago. Out- 
‘side of a production number during the 
overture, the stage is practically devoid 
of scenic investiture. Probably because 
Olsen is gathering in the bulk of the 
coin set aside for the stage show he is 
doing almost an hour of running time, 
entirely too much for one act no matter 
who they are.

They're back to five acts this week in 
the Roxy stage show, with a screen car- 
toon run in the middle of the layout 
adding further to the length.

In the non-Cuban section is Billy Cos- 
tello, the voice behind Popeye the Sailor, 
with a Popeye cartoon introduced before 
his act and tied up with it. He strums 
his uke and sings five numbers, getting 
plenty of applause for the amazing 
things that he can do with his voice. 
Handling the comedy end is Marty May, 
assisted as well as ever by Jean Carroll. 
Miss Carroll is still a superelegant Dumb 
Dota stoogess, and her dance, as always, 
socks across for plenty. And May him- 
self improves each time that this re- 
viewer catches him. His delivery is 
easier, more assured and better than it 
ever was before, and he’s rapidly as- 
suming a spot among the first flight of 
comics. He ought to be about due for 
a legit revue. 

It’s a thoroly pleasant show all the 
way. ;

Loew’s State, New York 


(Reviewed Friday Evening, April 27) 


Joe Penner, on the second lap of his 
eight-week Loew tour, is here this week 
along with the picture, Catherine the 
Great. Penner is getting $10,000 for his 
unit and a split over a $31,000 gross. 
The house has been averaging $20,000 
the last few weeks and this has been 
considered solid business. Penner’s 
chances of getting extra gravy by top- 
ping the $31,000 figure are problem- 
atical. 

The house did five instead of the 
usual four shows today. Was almost full 
the end of the fourth show. Penner is 
obviously drawing heavily, altho he has 
probably already reached his peak as 2 
theater b.-o. draw. 

Penner did 15 minutes in the next- 
to-closing spot and as usual was less 
funny on the stage than he is on the 
air. His strange bobbing hat, the odd 
vocal tones, the funny mannerisms and 
famous catch lines all helped to draw 
the laughs. However, he let the act 
down badly at the finish when he spoke 
too low and wandered too far from the 
mike. The turn, in which he is given 
fine assist by Monk Purcell and Dick 
Ryan, was nothing extra as a whole. But 
the customers came to see Penner, and 
the act he does probably doesn’t matter 
much. 

Paying off the rest of the show out of 
the $10,000 guarantee, Penner has sur- 
rounded himself with four good acts. 
Bernice and Fmily and Three Long 
Brothers open the show with their sock 
acrobatics and hoofing, the girls’ acro 
routines being surefire and the boys’ 
hoofing more than okeh. The act could 
use a stronger finish, tho. 

Joe and Jane McKenna did not get 
very far with their comedy, singing and 
dancing, and it was not until they did 
their last number, a hoke adagio bit, 
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that they landed solidly. This brought 
healthy laughs and prolonged applause. 

The blond Saxon Sisters (Grace and 
Beatrice) are the newest proteges of Al 
Siegal and they look like real comers. 
And it’s not because they're pretty or 
have good voices, but because the Siegal 
arrangements are so remarkably dif- 
ferent that they dominate the act. The 
airls do three numbers, all nondescript, 
the words being mixed with deedledums 
and boops and tricky musical accom- 
paniment. 


Monroe and Grant, coming after Pen- 
ner and closing the show, drew the kid 
laughs that Penner should have gotten. 
The two men do trick falls, winding up 
bouncing on a hidden net. Good nov- 
elty. Went over well here.

Casino, New York 


(Reviewed Friday Afternoon, April 27) 
(First Show) 


The house has gone from a 50-cent to 
$2.50 straight flesh policy to a 15-25- 
35-55-cent grind vaudefilmer, with only 
a four-day layoff breaking the long 
jump. Still going to be tough sledding, 
due to neighboring opposish and dif- 
ficulty in getting pix and even vaude. 
At this show opening day, the 25-cent 
trade, the lower floor was about three- 
quarters. The show looks like a $2,500 
five-acter, and the pix is Finishing 
School (Radio). 


The vaude layout isn’t much at all 
and runs 56 minutes. A last-minute 
replacement was Keller Sisters and 
Lynch for Welcome Lewis, who took ill. 
Bill has speed and general entertain- 
ment, but there’s no sock until the 
closing act. Wasn't helped much by 
the backstage crew, which evidently 
consider cues as things with which you 
only shoot pool. They pulled a boner 
in each act, and the booth boys were 
careless in throwing the spots. 


International Mangeans, opening, were 
thrown off by backstage boners, which 
upset them to the extent of a couple of 
misses. A good troupe, tho, and their 
Risley stunts are clever and handled fast 
and capably. 


Rio Brothers, quartet, are another one 
of those young slapstick acts, and they 
need a lot of breaking-in to polish off 
the rough edges. They cuff each other 
around, take falls, hoof and the like, re- 
sulting in their making a fair impres- 
sion. 


Keller Sisters and Lynch, who were at 
the Palace recently, follow with their 
familiar harmony singing. Work into a 
mike and stick to straight singing. 
Were mitted nicely for a couple of num- 
bers and then encored into a dead mike. 
Their work is always the same—no sock, 
just pleasant. 

Watson Sisters (Fanny and Kitty), 
away for what seemed like years, got 
nice entrance applause. The girls are 
working in the same old way, altho 
Fanny is now doing a fan dance to get 
laughs. Their crossfire chatter gets over 
via Fanny's delivery and size and not 
because of material. 

Miles and Kover, with a quintet of 
girls as background, fare the best of 
the show. Winning the applause hon- 
ors is due to the dance efforts of the 
billed couple, who do routines featuring 
clever stunts, calling for muscle work by 
the male member. Turn is staged ef- 
fectively. Supporting girls aid nicely. 

Charlie Stein, formerly of the Hippo- 
drome and Palace, is the pit leader and 
does a nice job. Bill Wachtel has re- 
Placed Elmer Rogers as house manager.

Paradise, Bronx 
(Reviewed Friday Evening, April 27) 


This Bronx neighborhooder, which has 
the flesh field to itself up in this terri- 
tory, offers a CBS radio unit on the 
stage while the pix is Catherine the 
Great. Draw will have to come from 
the latter, for there are not enough 
powerful “names” on the radio show. 
Tonight the lower floor was three- 
quarters. 

Stage show is a sleepy-time sort of 
entertainment, with a running time of 
78 minutes. That's too long. Nice tal- 
ent, staging and all that, but what’s 
good for the radio isn’t necessarily good 
for vaude. Heavy on music and singing, 
the numbers are paced too slowly and 
there are no socks interspersed to 
awaken the audience. 

George Hall and Hotel Taft Orchestra 
Play the run of the show and are 
mounted on stage. An effective 15-piece 
combo. even on brass and string distri- 
bution, they show up as able musicians 
when providing accompaniment or 
working on their own. A couple of the 


boys double .from the ork, one clicking 
with that “now” piece of business. The 
others provide accompaniment for sing- 
ers. 


Tony Wons, besides his recitations, 
shares the emsee role with Hall, who, by 
the way, introduces nicely, but doesn’t 
know how to pick up acts that follow. 
Wons makes a delightful m. c. and gets 
his recitations over. There’s charm 
about him, his voice being delightful 
and his delivery unassuming. 


Featured singers are Gypsy Nina and 
Tite Guizar, and that calls for enter- 
taining moments. Gypsy Nina copped 
the applause honors at this viewing, 
and they were deserved. Insistent ap- 
plause for her return, which was not 
forthcoming, ruined the finale of the 
show. She has a beautiful voice of sweet 
quality and her stage presence is grand. 
Guizar, another who graces the stage 
excellently, is a romantic type of singer, 
with a voice to go with it. Sings his 
native tunes and also pops, which found 
him a big hand. 

Phil Cook is another radio entertainer 
whose charm hasn't been lost because of 
the mike. His personality oozes across 
the footlights, and it was that mostly 
that made the audience take to him. 
The work he offers. however, is not to be 
disregarded, for his one-man show af- 
fords a lot of laughs. 

Rounding out the show are Loretta 
Lee, Ruthie Barnes and Peggy Keenan 
and Sandra Phillips) Miss Lee gets 
plugged extensiveiy and she sings about 
five numbers thruout the unit. Has a 
nice voice and delivery. Miss Barnes is 
not from the radio field; her work is 
hoofing, and she’s spotted for a neat 
session of taps. The Misses Keenan and 
Phillips are pianists, working most of 
the time with Wons, and they do nice 
jobs on the keyboards.

Paramount, New York 
(Reviewed Friday Evening, April 27) 


On paper the Paramount this week 
has a swell lineup, but the show when 
caught didn’t come up to expectations. 
Strange, too, considering the three 
“names,” George Jessel, Ethel Merman 
and Harriet Hoctor. Not until his next- 
te-closing spot did Jessel come thru 
with a real sock laugh when he did 
his phone routine. After a short and 
unimpressive stair routine opening by 
the Paramount precision girls Jessel 
does six minutes before introducing 
Miss Merman and obtained only mild 
laughs. 

Miss Merman has not deviated from 
the mannerisms she showed Broadway 
when she was intimately introduced to 
the town by Al Seigal. For instance, in 
her first appearance in this show, 
wherein she does a medley from legits 
and pictures she’s been in, she sings 
I Got Rhythm, with maneuvers and ges- 
tures entirely the same as when she did 
this number in Girl Crazy. However, 
she went off in this spell to a good 
hand. 

Jessel introduces Miss Hoctor as the 
Premier ballerina of the country. 
Favorably descriptive adjectives of this 
dancer's ability were used up long, long 
ago, and deservedly, too. On for a short 
but pleasant and graceful solo, she re- 
turns after a ballet number by the 
girls, who work with their backs to the 
audience in a type production number 
involving the effect of a stage upon a 
stage. A row of footlights is placed 
backstage to achieve a slightly tricky 
effect, but the iights needed adjust- 
ment. Glare uncomfortably into the 
customers’ eyes. Number and Miss 
Hoctor clicked well. 

Short sketch, written by Jessel, of 
how actors will work under the NRA 
code, follows. He used it at the Casino 
Theater Burlesques the usual bedroom 
scene, with husband and lover being 
replaced at strategic intervals when 
their working time allotment is up. 
After Jessel's telephone number and 
singing By a Waterfall, a production 
number of Miss Merman's Eadie Was a 
Lady provides a mild finish. 

Johnny Green, young composer, wh»? 
has been built up considerably thru his 
radio work, gets considerable billing but 
does little to earn it. He leads the over- 
ture in some of his own compositions, 
taking a piano solo for the finish. Alsc 
accompanies Miss Merman in her two 
singing spots. 

Biz bad for the supper show. Pix is 
The Witching Hour.

By FRC-—Plan Unopposed 


Radio News Service of America gets free hand at Wash- 
ington hearing—all news associations notified, but none 


appear in protest—service said to be lowest in price 
& 

WASHINGTON, April 28.—A development of outstanding importance in the 
turbulent field of news broadcasts by radio stations took place here this week when 
the Federal Radio Commission granted permission to the Radio News Service of 
America to broadcast spot news by short wave directly to its station clients. FRC 
amended its Rule 232 which, until changed, limited short-wave news broadcasts 
for use by newspapers only. Action of the FRC assumes further importance in the 
light of known discontent on the part of many stations thruout the country with 


the present system arranged by the Press- 
Radio Bureau for news broadcasts, limit- 
ing such talks to 30 words per item, and 
five minutes at a time, after publication 
only. Furthermore, according to Ivar 
Johnson, head of the Radio Service or- 
ganization, cost of his service will be 
cheaper than the present service. John- 
son’s method will not exceed 3100 
monthly for between 5,000 and 10,000 
words. Press Radio Bureau runs to a 
monthly total occasionally as high as 
$500 and is for 500 to 600-word bulletins 
only. 

Johnson told the committee his or- 
ganization would have its own reporters 
and correspondents and news would be 
sent to a central bureau in New York 
City. From there it will go to two short- 
wave stations, the American Radio News 
Corporation, New York City, and Press 
Wireless, Inc., Hicksville, N. Y. Thence, 
by short wave, to the broadcasting sta- 
tions. Johnson also stated he would have 
correspondents in Europe. He further 
claimed to have strong support from sta- 
lions thruout the United States and 
read parts of letters from nearly 100 
such approving of his plan and finding 
fault with the present setup. 

The hearing before the FRC was a 
public one and ali news services, as well 
as publications interested, such as the 
Associated Press, United Press, Interna- 
tional News Servive and daily papers were 
invited to attend. None did and there 
Was, consequently. no opposition to the 
Radio News Service proposition. 


NEW YORK. April 28.—The history of 
the present arrangement made between 
newspapers and radio stations providing 
for news broadcasts was made public last 
week at the annual convention of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Associa- 
tion. It showed, in a report submitted to 
the ANPA from its radio committee, that 
a recommendation had been made that 
all publishers cease publishing radio pro- 
grams because of news competition. This 
action was deferred only at the urgent 
request of representatives of the National 
Broadcasting Company and the Columbia 
Broadcasting System, who requested a 
meeting with the ANPA to discuss this 
dispute. Result of this meeting was the 
present Press-Radio setup. 

In the light of the dispatch from 
Washington, bearing on the problem of 
news broadcasts, plus the attitude of 
publishers in their nearly carried out 
determination to drop radio programs, 
a delicate situation has again been given 
a heavy jolt. That further developments 
will ensue is a Sagem conclusion.

crease and was unable to present any- 
thing more tangible than the statements 
herein recorded. CBS is running its 
comparisons in four totals. First is the 
total June, Julv and August biz for 1933 
as against 1934. The three other sum- 
mations were for a.m., afternoon and eve- 
ning totals for the two years. 

To date, NBC has 61 summer custom- 
ers, all of whom are now on the air and 
who have signed up for the three hot 
months. This is claimed to be about 
double the amount of summer business 
set for last season, comparison being 
made on a basis of contracts signed at 
the end of April, 83 and 24. A further 
improvement is certain, since new busi- 
ness is bound to come within the next 


two months, May and June, while fur- 
ther room for total billing increase is 
inevitable thru NBC’s entry into the 
transcription and spot sale field. 

At WOR the sales were broken down 
into quarter and half-hour periods. 
Final figures as to percentages, it is 
claimed. will show a jump of about 50 
per cent when the new biz for May and 
June is written for the Newark outlet. 
In the way of 15-minute commercials, 
WOR already shows a boost of four shows, 
altho half hour sold time is off by one, 
currently, as compared to 1933. 

Conclusion generally drawn is that 
with the improvement shown to date as 
high as’ it is, the two remaining selling 
months prior to summer’s arrival should 
skyrocket time sales to new peaks.

Capital Looks for Early Passage 


Of Dill Communications Measure 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—Enactment 
of the Dill communications bill into 
law at this session of Congress, after it 

ad been pretty widely agreed it was 
too late in the session for this to ma- 
terialize, is now regarded as a possibility 
by well-informed observers. Assuming 
President Roosevelt should ask Congress 
once more to make this measure a part 
of his program for the current session, 
unquestionably this action would give it 
substantial impetus. The Dill Bill now 
before the Senate is materially different 
from the measure as at first introduced 
by him. It has run the gauntlet of the 
Senate committee on interstate com- 
merce, in its amended form, and is on 
the Senate calendar. 

The Rayburn (Texas) measure, a com- 
panion one to the Dill Senate bill, has 
been held back as a result of attention 
given to the inquiry into the securities 
situation by the House committee on 
interstate and foreign commerce, but 
Rayburn promises to resume hearings on 
the communications measure shortly. 
The amended Dill Bill is regarded in 
broadcasting circles as a pretty fair 
measure and particularly as a result of 
some changes made following sug- 
gestions from broadcasting representa- 
tives. This industry is not yet satisfied, 
however, with suggested suspension of 


powers of classification and the section 
devoted to political candidates, etc. 

Observers believe the final draft of 
the measure, assuming it passes both 
houses of Congress, will provide for a 
commission of five instead of seven 
members, which is asked for in the pres- 
ent Rayburn Bill, and the same as to 
numbers as the present Federal Radio 
Commission, which would be abolished 
in its present form. But representatives 
of communications concerns are not 
seeing eye-to-eye with the broadcasting 
interests as to the measure and are still 
vigorously opposing passage of it. 

Senator Wallace White Jr., of Maine, 
author of the 1927 Radio Act and one of 
the well-informed members on radio, 
has a measure of his own under which 
existing laws would be consolidated and 
a commission named to recommend to 
Congress on changes.

AFM Renews Fight 
On FRC Disk Okeh 


NEW YORK, April 28.—A renewal of 
its battle against an okeh from the 
Federal Radio Commission allowing the 
dropping of announcements that broad- 
casts about to follow or just completed 
were electrically transcribed is being 
waged by the American Federation of 
Musicians. This renewal follows in the 
wake of reports the FRC is about to 
grant that okeh. 


AFM has given instructions to’ its 
Washington, D. C., rep, Brigadier Gen- 
eral Samuel T. Ansell, to present its 
objections to the FRC. Once before 
Ansell was similarly advised when agi- 
tation in favor of dropping the an- 
nouncement was in the wind. AI"M’s 
attitude is that to cease announcing 
ET’s as such would constitute not only 
@ public gyp but would also lead, 
eventually, to further unemployment 
amongst musicians. 


Since NBC has entered the ET field, 
one of the most important objectors to 
dropping the announcement has, natu- 
rally, been removed. It is claimed that 
CBS is in favor of the present system, 
since it can profit more thru the sale 
of live talent that by sale of transcrip- 
tions. This could not be confirmed.

Experimental proposition for WOR, 
which may either evolve a revolutionary 
method of taking a straw vote. for in- 
stance. or it may see fit to drop it after 
fooling around for a few months. It all 
depends on how accurate the “vote” is 
determined to be and if it is possible 
to make it foolproof. Inventor of the 
system is Dr. Nevil M. Hopkins, who 
conducts the experiment from the stu- 
dio. Briefiy, the “vote” is determined 
by the increased “impulses” registered 
in the powerhouse on a specially de- 
signed indicator, and allowing for the 
increased load on an average of one 
vote for every 25-watt electric light 
bulb’s use of juice for 15 seconds.

Rather difficult proposition to hazard 
&@ guess as to what type of audience this 
cosmetic program wishes to reach. 
There is a good orchestra that hardly 
gets a chance to play; there is Maury 
H. B. Paul, the Cholly Knickerbocker by- 
line which edits the society news for 
the Hearst papers from New York, and 
& woman doing the actual sales talks. 
Paul took up the major portion of the 
program, the first one at least, with 
unimportant talk and a rehash of what 
has appeared in the feature sections of 
the Sunday papers on various occasions. 
Without mentioning names, he did his 
usual stuff of belittling the antecedents 
of present-day society leaders, one huge 
fortune founder having been a fur 
trader, another a fish peddler or what 
have you and another managed to get 
into the railroad business or something.

New Song Tips

“That Old Fashioned Love 
Song” 

By Howard A. Ballard. Published by 
Howard A. Ballard, Napa, Calif. 

Set to the tempo of the waltz the 
writer makes an appeal for the return of 
compositions that prevailed when the 
world was younger and jazz and its sub- 
sequent tributaries had not come into 
being. Perhaps the plea is a bit be- 
lated if we are to take into considera- 
tion recent successful operations of 
publishers with more than perfunctory 
vision. Disguised revivals of forgotten 
melodies couched with new lyrics al- 
ready have testified to the trend with 
the end scarcely in sight. The singer 
in this instance finds himself,in a mood 
of retrospection. Before a grate in the 
snug confines of a comfortable home 
he watches the sputtering and dying 
embers cast off a final glow. 

The conventional form of a _ short 
verse has been abandoned. Eight lines 
are used with no apparent padding and 
smooth in construction. The refrain 
lends the proper continuity, and in con- 
trast to similar products on the market 
it is free of repetitious merition of the 
title. Evidently the creator has not de- 
signed any attempts at new twists as 
far as the music is concerned. For the 
desired consumption it will suffice. 


Marconi Readying Surprise 


Marconi’s latest statement has the 
radio-television world guessing. His 
recent message to London associates 
that “I hope to surprise you in a year 
or two as | surprised you in 1901 with 
transmission across the Atlantic” may

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Code Hearings Expected To 
Resume in Week or 10 Days 


Most of minor points already settled, but major prob- 
lems still loom—makeup of Code Authority, labor arbi- 


tration board and control of ticket brokers unsettled 


@ 

WASHINGTON, April 28.—Further hearings on the revisions of the legit code, 
which ran into such snags here several weeks ago, will be held within 10 days, it is 
expected. Virtually all of the major problems still remain to be thrashed out, tho the 
minor disputes have for the most part been settled. Rehearsal hours, which promised 
to be a sore point for a while, have been agreed upon, and the various definitions 
of stock, rotary stock, little theaters, etc., are also considered fairly well settled. 
Problems still confronting the industry include three major ones: the makeup of 


the Code Authority body, the creation of 
a Jabor arbitration board and the eternal 
problem of theater tickets, on which the 
-Code Authority, under the original code, 
“spent most of its time. 


It is felt now that the Code Authority 
body, under the revised code, will see 
equal representation of managers and 
labor, with a representative or representa- 
tives of the public carrying the balance 
of power. Legit managers objected to the 
fact that heretofore they were outvoted 
by the various labor bodies that have 
representation and claimed that the set- 
up was unique among all the codes in 
operation. They pointed to the picture 
Code Authority, in which labor is con- 
sidered only in an advisory capacity. 

The labor arbitration board is some- 
thing else again, with the compromise 
board, as voted on by the Code Authority 
two weeks ago, still standing as the most 
important proposal until negotiations get 
under way. That would see the estab- 
lishment of a board, with managers and 
labor equally represented, under the 
guidance of an impartial chairman who 
would have the deciding vote in dead- 
locked questions: Unlike the managers’ 
original suggestion, the board would not 
have absolute power. Unsettled labor 
disputes would mandatorily be referred 
to it. but its decision would be merely 
advisory. Either party could object and 
carry out its own plans. This, it is felt 
by supporters, guarantees labor the right 
to strike and other rights coming under 
the head of collective bargaining. 


None the less, labor looks not too en- 
thusiastically on the plan feeling that 
the weight of public opinion under thé 
NRA would serve to enforce any decisions 
made by the board and also feeling that 
the necessity for arbitration would put in 
a parlous position many of the gains al- 
ready won by labor. It is also felt that 
the operation of the board would be too 
slow to allow for justice in the cases of 
arbitrations with individual and unre- 
liable managements. What will happen 
remains to be seen, but it is practically 
certain that even this form of arbitration 
will be opposed by labor at the coming 
hearings. 


There are two leading plans proposed 
for the settlement of the ticket broker 
problem. One, proposed by Philip Wit- 
tenberg, voluntary counsel for the Code 
Authority, provides for the identification 
of all tickets and the prosecution of any 
agency handling ducats originally allotted 
to another. Allotments would be made 
by a central bureau, established under 
the Code Authority. The other plan, sug- 
gested by Brock Pemberton, works on 
the same system as the London Library 
service. 


In any case, Washington has made no 
secret of the fact that it has been dis- 
satisfied with the workings of the broker 
clause in the old code, and it is certain 
that, whatever plan is finally adopted, the 
new code will include teeth to see that 
it is enforced. The Code Authority 
claimed that it was not backed by Wash- 
ington in cases of violations under the 
original code, while Washington indicated 
that the Authority itself seemed power- 
less to obtain sufficient evidence for 
prosecutions. 


Meanwhile, the questionnaire distrib- 
uted to audiences in an effort to find out 
how ducats were sold, as a checkup on 
overcharges and other abuses, will be is- 
sued again from time to time.

Unem ployed Actors 
Begin Organization 


NEW YORK, April 28—Organization 
of out-of-work actors and actress in 
projects similar to that now being spon- 
sored by the Works Division of the De- 
partment of Public Welfare, which grew 
out of the original CWA actors’ project, 
were started yesterday. A meeting was 
held at the Union Church on West 48th 
street, and a committee appointed to 
consult with Equity and various educa- 
tional and civic groups, seeking the en- 
largement of present activities and the 
establishment of a permanent organi- 
zation.

FROW OUT FRONT 


By Evgene Burr 


Some day there’ll be’ a novelty written—a colored play that includes neither 
spirituals, voodoo scenes nor local color to such a degree that the play is buried 
beneath it. Harlem, which avoided the two first-named, stubbed its toe so badly 
on the last that a glossary of Harlem terms had to be included in the program for 
the enlightenment of those patrons hailing from south of 125th street and north 
of the Mason-Dixon line. Never No More, in which Rose McClendon gave so deeply 
moving a performanée a couple of seasons ago, had neither spirituals nor vocdoo, 
but the scene in the cabin, as the son of the house was being burned alive outside, 
combined the worst features of both. Even Stevedore, to which the Theater Union 
gave a rousing production last week, has its spirituals sung in the approved manner. 
And those spirituals, to this corner’s way of thinking, are merely one of numerous 
instances in which Messrs, Paul Peters and George Sklar, the authors, yielded to 


a temptation to over-theatricalize an offering which needed no such artificial aid 
in getting its effects. 


Stevedore is a grand melodrama; there is no question in this precinct as to 
that. But certain things there are about it, forgotten in the enthusiasm of the 
morning after, that keep it from being as excellent as it otherwise might be. That, 
of course, is nothing in particular against it. Hamlet doesn’t come close to being 
a perfect play; there’s plenty that’s wrong with the construction of Romeo and 
Juliet. In the world of the theater we find perfection only in dress rehearsals and 
motion picture ads. 

One thing wrong with Stevedore was the break in the character of Lonnie, its 
embattled Negro hero, after his escape from the representatives of the law and 
injustice. Lonnie, a strong and defiant figure, suddenly becomes, as he is dragged 
above the level of the wharf, a cringing and whining victim of the white man’s 
rule. Not for long, however—just for long enough to allow Messrs. Peters and Sklar 
to get across a scene of propagandistic sobstuff. The propaganda, obviousiy, was 
not needed (nor was it needed in many other sections of the play); the tale, in 
itself, puts over all necessary propaganda. The break in Lonnie’s character svands 
out as a piece of bad writing in what is generally a workmanlike job. 

And the play itself, too, buckles in the middle; there is a definite break in 
action as the last act starts. Until then we have been interested in the tale of 
Lonnie’s fight against what Jules Bledsoe used to sing about as de white man boss. 
Thereafter the play becomes a tale of the defense put up by a Negro colony against 
white invaders during a race riot. If Messrs. Peters and Sklar considered the race 
riot the crux of their play, then Lonnie’s story, leading up to it, was given far too 
much prominence. If, on the other hand. the far more effective tale of Lonnie 
himself was the meat of the play, the tale is lost in the mass action of the riot. 

All of which omits one already much-criticized point, the coming of the white 
union men, fust in the nick of time, to join the embattled Negroes and send the 
raid'‘ng mcb to cover. That, of course, is nothing but the old boys-in-blue-to- 
the-rescue scene, with nothing missing except the preparatory bugle call from the, 
wings. But this reporter has no fault to find with it. It is and always was effective 
melodrama. Messrs. Peters and Sklar have a perfect right to use it—providing they 
use it to good effect. They do use it to good effect, and that justifies them.

NEW YORK, April 28. — The four 
amendments to the Equity constitution 
Proposed and submitted by the “aver- 
age-actor-representation” group will de 
sent out next week on the regular bal- 
lots for the annual election and will 
finally be voted upon at the annual 
election meeting, to be held at the Hotel 
Astor Friday afternoon, June 1. At the 
same time balloting will take place for 
the full slate of officers and for 10 mem- 
bers of the council. The officers elected 
will serve for three years. 

The amendments, three of which had 
been submitted last week, with the 
fourth withdrawn and resubmitted in 
order to make changes in the wording, 
include provisions for extension of tha 
right to vote to all members who are 
behind in their dues not more than a 
year and who hold “excused” cards, the 
holding of four regular meetings of the 
full membership each year, the amend- 
ment of the by-laws by the same proce- 
dure as amendment of the constitution, 
and the election of the entire nominat- 
ing committee at the regular annual 
meeting for nominating committee's 
election. 

Under the present setup only mem- 
bers who are fully paid up and in good 
standing are entitled to vote; four regu- 
lar meetings were held at one time, but 
the number was reduced during the de- 
pression because of the expense in- 
volved; six of the nine members of the 
nominating committee are elected, the 
other three being appointed by the 
council, and by-laws are changed only 
by action of the council, and ratified 
at the annual meeting next following. 
Under the new system they could also 
be changed by a membership petition 
containing the signatures of 30 members 
in good standing. 

Frank Gillmore and Paul Dullzelil. 
president and executive secretary-treas- 
urer respectively, are among the officers 
standing for re-election on the regular 
ticket. Several members of the “aver- 
age-actor-representation” group have 
been nominated to the council on the 
regular ticket. No opposition ticket is 
expected.

It may be that Nathan Sherman had 
something to say in his Late Wisdom, 
which Mark Newman brought to the 
Mansfield Monday night, but if so he 
said it very badly. Just what it was is 
hard to figure out. At times it seemed 
as tho he were trying to present the 
tragedy of a man, bound by 30-year-old 
conventions, suddenly confronted with 
the freedom and light of the voungsters 
of today—which in itself is no very 
startling proposition, even if we admit 
that the youngsters of today are imbued 
with freedom and light. But in a last 
act—which, it was hoped, would clear 
the muddled discursiveness of the acts 
before—the gentleman in question de- 
cides that his lifelong conventions aren't 
so unbearable after all, and the lass he 
has won against her will goes bravely 
off, with her own fiance lost to her. 
So, as the lads outside of the Palace 
would put it, what? 

Specifically, Late Wisdom deals with 
Nancy Jackson, a stenographer, who 
seems to have a penchant for eating 
whenever love happens to be mentioned. 
Once when her boss, smitten with her 


honest and clear mind, makes a tenta- 
tive pass at her she suggests a light 
lunch to relieve him. Again when her 
own fiance tries to buss her she remarks 
that they had better go out and eat. It 
was only natural then, later on, when an 
aged clerk innocuously remarked to her, 
“I won't say that; I’m afraid you'd 
make me eat the words,” that the cus- 
tomers should break into an impolite 
but irrepressible horselaugh. 


The situation of the lovelorn boss 
and the stenographer who yields to him 
only because he has lost out in business 
is broken up by dealings in the higher 
finance of the rubber industry, witn 
much talk of new processes and patents 
and meetings of the board of directors. 
It all comes out right in the end, but 
not right enough to make the incidenta! 
characters seem like anything but 
amazingly and unintentionally funny 
caricatures. 


It is all awkward in the extreme, with 
the unfortunate actors buried under 
appallingly unbelievable lines and situa- 
tions. Miss Franc Hale managed to 
bring a certain charm to the secretary 
in spite of the dialog, but Jay Passett 
was completely swept away by the 
serious-minded nonsensicalities of the 
role of the boss. 


Presumably Mr. Sherman should have 
Fnown how he wanted his play to be 
acted, but his direction managed to 
show up all its weaknesses in glaring 
relief It could never have seemed like 
a good play, but there was no reason 
that it had to seem as bad as it did 
last night. 


In a program note the author ex- 
Presses deepest gratitude to Isabel 
Paterson, author of Never Ask the End, 
and Griffith Beems, author of Colloque 
Sentimentai, without whose aid, he says.

facts and figures tending to demonstrate 
that about 65 per cent of all actors em- 
ployed since August received a wage 
which, if figured on a weekly basis, would 
give them an average of between $2.88 
and $12 a week over a period of years. 


He took as the basis for his figures the 
record of contracts kept by Equity since 
the Code for the Legitimate Theater was 
signed last August. “From August 27, 
1933, to January 18, 1934,” he said, 
“1,344 contracts were issued. Six hun- 
dred and twenty-two, or almost 50 per 
cent, were contracted for $50 per week 
or less. Four hundred and one more were 
contracted. for at salaries ranging from 
$55 to $100. Many of these salaries were 
drastically cut after the first week with 
deductions to be made for agents’ fees. 

“For the season of 1932-33 (these 
figures are taken from The Billboard’s 
Inder) 82 per cent of all theatrical pro- 
ductions, musical or dramatic, were 
failures. The total number of productions 
was 212. The average length of run was 
59 performances, or about six and a half 
weeks. Only one out of every seven play- 
ers in the dramatic field had more than 
one engagement. Of course, these figures 
are for last season and the Equity con- 
tract figures are for this season, but I 
have attempted to bring the two together 
in order to approximate an estimate of 
what the average yearly salary of a work- 
ing actor is. Remember that 1,023 out 
of 1,344 actors. or 75 per cent of working 
actors, contracted for salaries of $100 or 
less. The average length of run was a 
little over six weeks. Six out of seven 
actors got only one engagement. Six out 
of seven is roughly 83 per cent, so that 
83 per cent of the 1,023 actors whose con- 
tractual salaries were $100 or less got 
only six weeks’ work, with yearly in- 
comes ranging from $150 to %600—a 
weekly average of from $2.88 to $12.” 


Loeb also cited individual cases which 
had come to his attent‘on, notably of 
two well-known actors who had had no 
employment whatsoever for periods of 
13 and 19 months, respectively. Another 
case cited was of a man scheduled to get 
$150 a week under his contract. After 
the first week he was cut to $50. The 
whole engagement lasted only ‘ive weeks, 
which meant $350 for five weeks of per- 
formance and four weeks of rehearsal, or 
a little over $38 a week. And that was 
while he was working only. “If this hap- 
pened,” said Loeb, “to a man who con- 
tracted for a salary of $150 a week, you 
can imagine what happened to many of 
the 1,023 actors who contracted for a 
weekly salary of less than $100.” 


“Mrs. Holt, of the Actors’ Equity Asso- 
ciation’s legal department,” he said, 
“estimates that only 5 to 10 per cent of 
working actors earn enough money to 
live adequately and save for the future. 
There are representative actors, com- 
petert and respected, who have worked 
only two weeks in the last two and three 
years. It is only the large salaries that 
have been publicized.” 


He reviewed the various existing relief 
organizations and showed haw, under the 
best possible conditions, they must be 
inadequate to meet not cnly the stringent 
conditions of the depression, but the reg- 
ular economic instability forced upon the 
actor thru the structure of his profession. 
He cited cases of out-of-work actors, 
given relief by the CWA project, who were 
so demoralized by long unemployment 
that they had to be led about the stage 
like children and taught the rudiments 
of acting all over again. He also stressed 
the necessity for putting up a front in 
order to get employment in the theater 
and showed cases of actors who starved 
themselves in order to keep up their ap- 
pearance, without which there would 
have been no possible chance of ever 
landing a job. He also showed how pub- 
lic participation in projects like that of 
the CWA lowers the actors’ salary stand- 
ards when he seeks regular professional 
engagements thereafter.

Gaumont-British or BIP Said To 


Be Interested; Involves Millions

Take up 200,000 shares with option of 400,000 more 

from Chase National—total number to hit $9,000,000

NEW YORK. April 28.—From Wall Street comes word that Chase National Bank, 
holders of the majority stock of Fox Films. has sold 200,000 shares of the stock to 
a British svndicate and that they have taken an option on 400,000 more shares. 
It is understood the agreement called for a payment of $15 per share, altho the 


price was listed on the board this week as high as $17 per share. 


It is not known 


just what British outfit is coming into the American field, but there are but two 
companies large enough to figure in the deal. They are British International Pic- 


tures and Gaumont-British. By a process 
of elimination it looks like Gaumont- 
British. Some years ago William Fox went 
to London and purchased a large block of 
stock in this company, which is still held 
by the Fox peonle. The opinion now pre- 
vails that since G-B has started knocking 
out box-office hits it is the desire of the 
British to get back the stock now owned 
by foreign interests and are taking this 
method of evening up the standing. 


The price paid for the 200,000 was 
#3.000,000, and if the additional 400,000 
shares are taken up it will mean a total 
outlay of $9,000,000, which even then 
does not take control of the Fox company. 

The ownership of 690,000 shares of 
stock will, however, give the British rep- 
resentation on the board of directors and 
will make it possible for either G-B or 
BIP to place its pictures in the Fox 
theaters and open the American market 
to all good British product. 

Sidney Kent, president of Fox. is now 
on the Coast, and nothing has been heard 
officialiy at the home office regarding the 
deal. At Gaumont-British offices the 
executives are in the dark. The deal was 
evidently consummated directly between 
the Chase National and the British in- 
terests in London. 


This is the first time in history that 
British capital has sought an interest in 
American pictures and may be the fore- 
runner of heavy investments in this field. 
Thru the makirg of several money- 
making pictures the British investors 
have become film conscious, and no one 
can predict how far they will go in seek- 
ing control of international picture in- 
terests. 


Expect Producers 


To Pass CA Costs 


NEW YORK, April 28—George P. 
Aarons, secretary of the Pennsylvania 
unit of the MPTOA, has issued a call 
to combat what locks like a hike in film 
rentals which producers are said to be 
planning to cover their assessments to- 
ward the code. Aarons calls upon all 
units to meet in a national convention 
to discuss ways and means of fighting 
the proposed move. 


In exhibitor circles it has been ex- 
pected that the final cost of operating 
the work of the code would be tacked 
on them by the producers and that 
unless exhibitors register a strong com- 
piaint in Washington the indie houses 
will have to up their admissions to take 
care of the added burden. 


It is expected that when and if the 
price of films is tilted every indie or- 
ganization will air its complaints before 
General Johnson and another fight will 
be on. 


Aarons wants to map out a plan of 
battle before the actual tilt arrives, and 
there are many willing to co-operate in 
placing the nut exactly where it belongs. 


Welsh With Meneqrem 


HOLLYWOOD, April 28—Trem Carr, 
vice-president of Monogram Pictures 
Corporation. today announced the ap- 
pointment of Robert Welsh as executive 
producer of Monogram pictures, to take 
effect immediately. Mr. Welsh was for 
Several years general manager of Uni- 
versal City and more recently an asso- 
ciate producer for Monogram. 


Code Assessment 


Unfair---P. J. Wood 


COLUMBUS, O., April 28.—In a letter 
to John Flinn, executive secretary of 
the code authority; Sol Rosenblatt and 
General Hugh Johnson, P. J. Wood. sec- 
retary of the Independent Exhibitors of 
Chio, registers a kick. He claims that 
the present means Of taxing theaters for 
the functioning of the code is unequal 
and that the smaller houses bear the 
brunt of the assessments. 


He points out that the Music Hall, 
New York, with an annual gross of ap- 
proximately %4,000,000, is assessed $96 
per year, while a 200-seater with a gross 
of $20,000 must pay $12 for the same 
benefits. 

The Ohio group contends that the 
only equitable means of making an 
assessment is to use the annual gross 
as a basis. 


It is not considered likely that the 


code authority will make any change at 
least for another year. 


Akron Royal Reopens 


AKRON, O., April 28. — Miles-Royal, 
East Akron's largest naborhood theater, 
dark several years, has been reopened 
with dual film policy. House in the 
boom rubber days offered burlesque and 
vaudeville. It has been completely reno- 
vated and new sound equipment in- 
stalled. Top admission is 15 cents and 
a dime for children. Frequent program 
changes will be made weekly. 


Rothschild” Banned 


PARIS, April 28—The French 
government has turned thumbs 
down on the showing of 20th Cen- 


tury’s “Rothschild.” It is understood 
that politics is the reason for nixing 
the film. Altho the film men have 
asked for a hearing, there is little 
hope that the picture will show in 
this country. 

It is understood that the Napoleon 
stuff is frowned on by the French 
authorities. 


First New Chicago 
Theater in Years 


CHICAGO, April 28.—For the first 
time in nearly three years a new theater 
is announced for Chicago. It is to be 
built by Charles F. Farrell, owner of the 


Chatfield Oil Company, and probably 


will be known as the Chatfield. 


The house, which is to have a seating 
capacity of 1,000, will be located on 
Cottage Grove avenue between 78th and 
79th streets on a site 300 by 125. The 
theater building, which will include 
several stores and offices, will be 86 by 
125, leaving some space for parking. 
Building and equipment will cost $75,- 
000. Work is to be started before June 
1 and it is expected the house will open 
about September 1. Plans are by L. E. 
Russell and call for a front elevation 
of stone and granite. The auditorium 
will be air conditioned and accoustical- 
ly treated.

CHICAGO, April 28.—Hitler’s Reign of 
Terror, Vanderbilt Jr.’s Nazi expose pic- 
ture, did not have its world premiere 
at the Majestic Theater early this week 
as planned. The local police censorship 
body banned showing of the film, taking 
the stand that 1t was contrary to pub- 
lic interest.

DETROIT, April 28.—Construction of 
the second new house to be built this 
spring at Saginaw, Mich., was announced 
this week by Harry Chereton, who will 
be manager of the house for Amuse- 
ments, Inc. The other new house, the 
Genesee, is now ready for opening. The 
Chereton house will be called the 
Avenue and will seat about 500. 


An Exhibitor Gives Slant on 
Damage Done by Picture Smut 


NEW YORK, April 28—C. E. Huish, 
president of the Intermountain Theaters 
Association, Eureka, Utah, takes excep- 
tion to an editorial which recently ap- 
peared in this department. Thru long 
vears of experience as an exhibitor, Mr. 
Huish knows whereof he speaks and it 
is with pleasure we present his letter 
which follows: 

Dear Sir: 


Have been reading with considerable 
interest and some satisfaction your 
editorials dealing with the making and 
exhibition of pictures and while I agree 
with most of vour statements I cannot 
help but take issue with your article 
entitled “Censorship.” 


I have been in theater business for 
more than 20 vears and now own and 
operate four theaters, hence I feel that 
I can speak and write with some degree 
of authenticitv on the subject covered 
by your editorial. 


In the first place it is not long-haired 
men and short-haired women—reformers 
and cranks—that are bringing to the 
attention of the public the fact that 
moral standards are gradually being bat- 
tered down by the makers of pictures, 
thus causing us to face the dangers of 
censorship. On the contrary we find well 
meaning. intelligent, broadminded peo- 
ple in all parts of the country banding 
together in a determined effort to stop 


the dishing out of dirt by producers who 
have but one thought: to make money. 
To do this they are continually injecting 
sexy situations of the most lousy nature 
into good and wholesome pictures. As 
an example we might cite State Fair, and 
I could bring to your attention a dozen 
others that were made more or less ob- 
jectionable simply because risque scenes 
or dialog were given unnecessary promi- 
nence. 

You suggest, that mothers keep their 
children from seeing pictures they con- 
sider harmful. Perhaps that is just what 
hundreds of thousands of them are now 
doing and what a greater number will 
do unless there is a determination on the 
part of the producing companies to make 
better pictures. And while they are keep- 
ing their children away they may be 
adopting a similar course for themselves 
and as a result exhibitors are suffering 
for want of business. 


Theater owners, if they have even a 
thimbleful of brains, want pictures so 
clean that mothers can do just what you 
fear they are now doing: give their chil- 
dren the money and send them off to the 
theater with “never a thought of what 
picture they are going to see.” When 
mothers can do that exhibitors will get 
back into the money: no longer will they 
be sneaking around to sidestep the

BRITISH BUYING INTO FOX 


Detroit Catholics 
Fight Dirt Films 


DETROIT, April 28.—A new step to- 
ward censorship of pictures in the De- 
troit territory was being iaunched this 
week by Michael J. Gallagher, Roman 
Catholic bishop of Detroit. The move 
follows activity of various women’s club 
organizations, which have appointed 
private censorship committees, spon- 
sored selected lists of pictures, attacked 
the work of the official Detroit censors 
and attempted to secure popular boycott 
of the films not recommended by the 
committees in recent months. 


The bishop has instructed all priests 
te preach upon the necessity of clean 
films next week, backing this up witn 
én individual request to each member 
of the congregation to sign a pledge 
at the church. The pledge gives the In- 
cividual’s consent to refrain from seeing 
eny pictures offending “decency and 
Christian morality.” 


Royal A. Baker, Detroit police censor, 
told The Billboard correspondent that 
there has been a major improvement in 
films now being produced. “Pictures 
are coming thru cleaner from Holly- 
wood,” Baker said. “There has been a 
general cleanup in production, and we 
don't have to cut them as we used to. 
There is still enough life left in the 
pictures to make them entertainment, 
but they have eliminated the objection- 
able features and are suitable entertain- 
ment for the whole family.”

NEW YORK, April 28.—A meeting of 
the Eastern Regional Allied was held at 
the Park Central here this week and 
the members went on record as approv- 
ing the stand of the Motion Picture 
Research Council in its stand against 
block booking and blind buying and 
offered that organization its full sup- 
port to eliminate these petnts.

The experiment garnered lots of good 
publicity and drew splendid business. 


Rising Tide 


From all parts of the country there comes a rising tide 
that will, unless immediate steps are taken, swamp the mo- 
tion picture industry. It is the tide of public opinion 
against dirt in films. It is gaining momentum daily and 
the crest will strike the producers in a short time. 


Starting years ago, public opinion has slowly been 
crystallizing. Will Hays tried to stop it by sending paid 
lecturers in the field to try to talk it down. At first the 
sponsors listened, but since they found the Hays words 
empty of sincerity they have taken it upon themselves to 
punish the guilty parties. 


It has now reached the point where it is doubtful if it 
can be stopped. In a last frantic effort Hays’ million- 
dollar outfit is dashing around madly pinning diapers on 
nude posters, but it all appears to be in vain. 


Hays is not entirely to blame for the situation, but in 
his position it was up to him to sense the trend of public 
opinion and warn his group. Smugness, however, seems 
to have been the attitude and it is going to prove costly. 


It would not be so bad if the producers alone were hit, 
but the burden also falls on the innocent exhibitor who 
books pictures on faith and finds them lousy. It is impos- 
sible for him to explain the situation to his vanishing 
patrons, while the producers even at this moment continue 
to turn out revolting tripe. 


Instead of facing public opinion and abiding by it, the 
Hays boys are trying to combat it by antagonism. Ata 
recent session in New York an invited speaker was de- 
livering a talk against block booking to a group of people 
outside the industry. After the talk Charlie Pettijohn, 
Hays’ lieutenant, arose uninvited and poo-poo’d the guest 
speaker. The incident added nothing to the prestige of 
Pettijohn or his organization. 


This move is not going to be insulted out of existence. 
It is big enough to overwhelm Hays and his hired men, and 


for many it cannot come too soon. 


If Hays cannot turn this tide—and it doesn’t seem 
possible—he may as well give his boys a letter of recom- 
mendation, lock the door, and retire to the fastness of his 
Indiana stamping ground. 


The people opposing Hays’ interests are not rabble, but 
compose the names of the biggest churchmen and social 
leaders. They gave Hays ample opportunity to do the 
cleaning job and they are now pretty tired of receiving in 
return a figurative nose thumbing. 


Hollywood producers have long since lost their per- 
spective and now mistake filth for sophistication and 
lewdness for art. It may not do the industry harm to have 
a general cleanup provided the ax falls where it rightfully 
belongs, and not on the neck of that always innocent by- 
stander, the independent exhibitor. 
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Seek To Recover 12 Million in 
Damages From ’31-32 Directors 


Referee in bankruptcy approves suit which will be heard 
before New York Supreme Court—claim made that re- 
purchase of stock from capital unlawful 


® 

NEW YORK, April 28.—Trustees of the Paramount Publix Corporation have 
entered suit here against 18 Paramount directors, to recover $12,237,071, claimed 
to have been lost thru repurchase of stock. Bankruptcy Referee Harry K. Davis has 
approved the suit. Specifically, the plaintiffs claim that the directors authorized 
the corporation to buy back for the corporation stock in the maximum amount 
named at a time when such purchases constituted an impairment of capital. The 
attorneys for the trustees maintain that the purchase of such stock can be made 


only with surplus, whereas, the directors 
authorized the sale from capital rather 
than surplus. 

Adolph Zukor, president of Paramount, 
claims that the directors were governed 
in the transactions by reports made by 
auditors. 

The directors named in the suit are 
those who held office during 1931-’32 
when Paramount was acquiring theaters 
ali over the country. They are Frank 
Bailey, Jules Brulatour, William English, 
John Hertz, Felix E. Kahn, Sam Katz, 
Sidney Kent, Gilbert Kahn, Austin 
Keough, Ralph Kohn, Jesse Lasky, Erick 
Ludvigh, Sir William Wiseman, Adolph 
Zukor, Eugene Zukor, Daniel Stralem, as 
executor of the estate of Casimer 
Stralem, and Eugene Zukor, Melville 
Shauer, as executors of the estate of Emil 
Shauer. 

At the time Paramount was rushing 
headlong into theater buying, observers 
watched the situation closely and many 
wagged their neads as to the outcome. 
Within a year after purchases had been 
made, the company was trying to figure 
a way out from under the heavy burden 
and soon decided to return as many 
houses as possbile to the original owners 
or at least relinquish the actual man- 
agement. 

It is expected that when the case comes 
up there will be some excitement and it 
will be watched with great interest. 


Must Rely on Producer’s 
Honesty—Harry McLeod 


NEW ORLEANS, April 28.—Harry S. 
McLeod addressed the members of the 
American Civic League on the subject, 
“Why Managers Get Fooled on Films.” 
He said that house managers were 
obliged to book their products months 
in advance by the title only, not know- 
ing whether the product would fit their 
individual houses or not;, that buying 
by the hand-out method would oblige 
them to occasionally submit the dark 
houses: consequently, they. were obliged 
to rely on the honesty of the producers 
not to run in an objectionable film. 

He made no recommendations as to 
how this could be avoided 


Patman Bill Disearded 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—Block-book- 
ing legislation seems to be in the dis- 
card as to this session and it will have 
to go over until the next Congress. It 
may be taken for granted, however, that 
this proposition will come up again 
strone when Congress recorivenes. Rep- 
resentative Dwight Patman, of Texas, 
has been pushing such a measure with 
all the vigor at his control. For years 
Smith W. Brookhart, of Iowa, when in 
the Senate fostered such a”measure, so 
it is an old story to Capitol Hill.

For $15.000,000 


NEW YORK, April 28.—Biophone Cor- 
poration, thru its attorney, Ralph Vat- 
ner, has entered suit against the Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
Western Electric and Electrical Research 
Products, Inc., for $15,000,000, charging 
violation of the anti-trust laws. The 
amount calls for triple damages against 
the defendants. 

The defendants, it is charged. by 
means of “a pretended lease” of repro- 
ducing equipment, have extorted “addi- 
tional royalties” for inspection service. 
It is further charged that they have a 
monopoly in their line of business, 
claiming they license about 90 per cent 
of the recording and reproducing equip- 
ment used in making talking pictures.

To Demand Phones 


CINCINNATI, O., April 28.—The an- 
nual convention of the American Feder- 
ation of Organizations for the Hard of 
Hearing will be held in Washington,

tors to install devices for the hard-of- 
hearing persons who wish to attend the- 
aters.

Movie Producers 


HOLLYWOOD, April 28.—In answer to 
the war being waged by film interests 
against free radio shows, John S. Royé}], 
vice-president of the National FProad- 
casting Company, went to bat for radio. 
He stated that the crux of the situa- 
tion was in the fact that pictur> pro- 
ducers are not offering goo. entertain- 
ment. 

“Poor pictures.” he said, “are what 
keep the public away from the theaters 
and at home listening to the radio. Both 
media depend on showmanship for their 
appeal, and all the competition in the 
world will not keep patrons from some- 
thing they want to see or hear, whether 
it is in the movies or on the radio.” 

He declared that the fight against 
radio by pictures is merely a screen to 
hide the poor box-office attendance 
brought on by the poor quality of pic- 
tures. He further stated that one never 
hears a complaint when theaters are 
packed and a line waiting to get in. 

His remarks were brought on by the 
efforts of Code Authority to iron out 
the situation that has arisen.

sheriff or to avoid expressions of disgust 
and unfavorable comment from patrons. 

In a small city the theater manager has 
a chance to look each of his patrons in 
the eye. Because of this fact he knows 
their likes and dislikes better than does 
the man wno operates a theater in a 
larger city. Nine out of 10 of the men 
who operate the small-town theaters will 
tell you that poor business of the present 
time is not entirely due to the absence 
of cash in the family pocketbook. Some 
of our troubles are the natural result of 
suggestive, salacious pictures. Business 
will be a lot better when father and 
mother can once more bundle kids of all 
ages into the family auto and head for 
the theater, knowing in advance that 
the picture will be one that will please 
and not offend. 

Under existing conditions not even an 
exhibitor could pick the good ones from 
the bad because the producers are just 
as liable to make a risque show from a 
wholesome story as they are to follow 
the original outline, more Hable in fact. 
How many pictures have we had where 
everyone, with the possible exception of 
the camera man, has given birth to an 
illegitimate child? Plenty of them and 
they had no Strange Interlude titles, 
being pictures that we had reason tc be- 
lieve would not glorify crime and excuse 
immorality. 

No, we do not demand that newspapers 
be edited wholly in the interest of chil- 
dren, but most newspapers, at least those 
most popular and most generally read, 
employ writers diplomatic enough to 
know how to couch their stories of crime 
and degeneracy in language that chil- 
dren will not fully understand. Gangster 
stuff in newsparers is by no means as 
demoralizing on children as vicious pic- 
tures dealing with sex relations of every 
conceivasle kind. It is not the generally 
rotten and sexy picture that the average 
exhibitor objects to, but the crowding 
of salacious details, lousy or smutty talk 
and obscene wit into what would other- 
wise be wholesome entertainment. 

It is one thing to get the money right 
now by giving the publit something 
sensational, even if it is bad, and »xcus- 
ing ourselves by saying we are simply 
supplying what is wanted. It is another 
and better thing to look to the future 
and to be a party to the presentation of 
pictures that will make an exhibitor 
proud of his position in the community. 
Many of us are not playing one-night 
stands. hence we are interested in both 
the present and the future of the pic- 
ture business. We stand for elimination, 
as far as possible, of dirt and filth. You, 
in your editorial, see danger in having 
morons attend risque pictures. We see 
greater danger in having too many morons 
associated with the making of the pic- 
tures we are forced to show our patrons

These names in 
hehts will pack them in and they won't 
be disappointed, for Gable and Powell 
make a marvelous male team in this 
type of story.

Harry Schenck does a Frank Buck in 
this latest addition to the wild anima) 
cycle. Pictorially Buck and most of the 
others in the wild animal racket tracked 
fame with a camera. Scherick in this 
one does it with both camera and gun. 
The result is a picture that for excite- 
ment, thrills and camera work ranks 
with the best of them. Schenck pro- 
duced Beyond Bengal with the co-opera- 
tion of His Highness ‘he Sultan of 
Perak. The Sultan’s indorsement ap- 
pears in the opening frames and he is 
also seen bidding the expedition good- 
je as it pushes into the Malayan jun- 
Biles. 

An unnamed narrator pleasingly de- 
ecribes the action thruout, dwelling fre- 
quently on interesting sidelights. Enun- 
Clation and diction are excellent. Se- 
quencee are put together deftly and 
“here is interwoven into the hunting 
story a thread of a romance between a 
native boy and girl, juniors of the expe- 


dition -and personal servants to Schenck 
and an Englishwoman, cast with the 
party as a scientist. 


Actual kills of tigers, a panther. py- 
thons and the rare sledang are shown, it 
being pointed out both by the narrator 
and accompanying action that in all 
cases save that of the deliberate killing 
of a man-eating tiger the shots were 
fired in self-defense. Several scenes are 
similar to Wild Cargo, but it is incon- 
ceivable that there is copying involved 
because both pictures were shot about 
the same time with no opportunity on 
the part of either explorer to deliberate- 
ly duplicate situations. 


Among outstanding shots are struggles 
between “cats” and natives, encounters 
with alligators in an effort to ford a 
stream to get the fever-stricken scien- 
tist back to civilization; death struggles 
between various other animals and an 
exciting session between a stampeding 
herd of “bulls” and native cameramen 
manning primitive boats. 


Properly exploited this one should do 
nicely.

@n absorbing and interesting picture 
that will do a mighty fine business 
everywhere. Spencer Tracy plays the 
role of Rothstein, a gambling colossus, 
in a very sympathetic portrayal of the 
realness of the man. 


While there is nothing particularly 
outstanding about it still this picture 
tells the complete facts about the death 
of Rothstein in a New York hotel. In 
writing the story Mrs. Rothstein has 
shown why her husband was a gambler 
and how his relations with other gam- 
blers, lewd women, etc., eventually 
shaped his life until his being killed 
was inevitable. 


The story is very cleverly developed 
and excellently directed by Edwin Burke 
and carries a remarkable degree of con- 
viction and realism. Slowly the picture 
unwinds to a melodramatic finish 
wherein Rothstein provokes his own 
death at the hands of a rival gangster 
so that his life insurance might be paid 
over to his wife for the neglect and 
heartaches he had caused her. In the 
scene he is shown after the final break 
with his wife and with the information 
at hand that a reconciliation is impos- 
sible for she has promised to wed an- 
cther. His wife enters to claim the 
jewelry he had given her and had gam- 
bled away. His last act then is to sec 
that it is made possible for her to again 
have her jewels. 

Helen Twelvetrees plays the part of 
Mrs. Rothstein and is very lovely in the 
role. Alice Faye is cast as the other 
woman who loved Rothstein but never 
really poached on his love for his wife. 
In a night club scene she sings Fooling

Time—90 minutes. 

Here is the big screen hit of the year. 
With a marvelous cast, a gripping and 
interesting story and superior direction, 
this picture winds up as one of the 
finest Columbia has ever had the privi- 
lege of presenting. 

It is a farce dealing with the artistic 
temperaments of producers and ac- 
tresses, and while the story itself could 
be easily told in a few reels it has been 
drawn out to nine reels that are packed 
with dialog that will knock ‘em dead 
everywhere. It’s the kind of a picture 
that will re-establish your faith in this 
business of showcasing the flikkers. 

John Barrymore heads the well-picked 
cast and steals the picture from every- 
one surrounding him.

Fox put 
everything they had in this one and the 
result is worth the efort.

Intended as a comedy it 
falls way short with only six laughs 
clocked out of 68 minutes at this pre- 
view. The story is supposed to be a 
radio satire, but it ends up as a sticky 
sort of nothing that should go into the 
garbage can. 

What little story there ts has to do 
with Norman Foster, a small town writ- 
er, trying to make his way with his littie 
wife, Marion Nixon, in the big city. 
Finally his wife conceives the idea that 
his psychology stuff Would be great for 
Durante and Lupe Velez, a radio team. 
Durante goes for the stuff, Lupe leaves 
him, falls in love with Foster, Miss Nixon 
goes for William Gargan, an agent, and 
finally the whole mess ends up with 
Durante clearing the deck and then zgo- 
ing back for some poems by Foster. 

RKO missed a big bet in Durante in 
making this one. Fans from Coast to 
Coast will expect a whirlwind comedy 
when you bill Durante in Strictly Dyna- 
mite, but all they will see is a senti- 
mental bit of garbage. Durante doesn't 
have six good laugh Hnes in the whole 
picture and most of “he time he is re- 
quired to play straight—for which he 
was never intended. 

Lupe Velez adds nothing to the pic- 
ture and her particular type of singine 
end passionate movements don’t mean a 
thing when entertainment value is 
wanted. 

Foster does okeh with his part, but he 
also suffers from being miscast. Miss 
Nixon means nothing.

Managers claim actors too 
severe in demands—BAA 
seeking strict observance 


& 

NEW YORK, April 28.—The managers 
and the Burlesque Artists’ Association 
are at odds because of the feeling of 
the theater men that the performers are 
too severe in making demands relating 
to observances of contracts and agree- 
ments. 


The BAA,'among other things, is try- 
ing to settle the question of what con- 
stitutes a traveling company, and to 
that end is writing William P Farns- 
worth, deputy administrator on code 
matters, for an interpretation. This is 
prompted by controversy over shows 
moving from the Columbia to the El- 
tinge Theater here, the BAA claiming 
it is a traveling show and the owners 
claiming otherwise. 


There is controversy also between the 
two factions regarding the same theaters 
on a show closing a day ahead of time 
at the Columbia and picking up the 
day at the Eltinge. The BAA is seeking 
a full week’s pay from the Columbia 
and not six days. 


A difference of opinion exists also 
between the BAA and the Park, Boston. 
The organization does not want its 
members to work Sunday concerts at 
the house, as requested by the manage- 
ment, claiming that the performers are 
booked there on a six-day-week basis. 

In addition to this there is consider- 
able squabbling anent a request from 
the managers to book performers on a 
week-to-week arrangement. This _ re- 
quest has been refused by the BAA, and 
the managers are stating that this 
severity will close up a lot of the 
houses.

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UDY VALLEE is our answer to the 
question: “Who is the outstanding 
personality of the show business to- 


day?” There are showmen and perform- 
ers who have accomplished greater things 
in their chosen fields, but we fail to find 
among them one who has run up as high 
a score aS Vallee in as many branches of 
the business that he has been identified 
with since his megaphone became the 
target for clowns and imitators. 


Vallee is no longer the nine-day wonder 
in the minds of the old gray heads who 
smiled sardonically at his initial suc- 
cesses and said: “He'll be forgotten in a 
few months.” Not only has Vallee es- 
cape oblivion. but he has obtained a 
stranglehold on fame—and he is that 
much of showman that as time passes 
the magic of his name becomes more and 
more potent. 


Vallee is basically an actor. Crooning, 
once his forte and the cornerstone of the 
Vallee legend, is now a pleasant, im- 
mutable by-product. He possesses the 
knack of retaining public attention. No 
praise agents can grab that credit from 
him. He possesses this knack to an ex- 
tent that amounts to genius. 

Vallee today is the showman, the actor, 
the space grabber and the inimitably 
shrewd business man. In his trail of 
splendiferous breaks in the tabs of the 
country, the conservative dailies, high- 
brow, lowbrow and in-between magazines, 
Novels—even plays, vaude and films, 
Vallee does not show the slightest trace 
of forced publicity. It’s not pure luck. 
Surely not personality exclusively. Our 
guess is that Vallee got his lucky break 
when radio started to come into its own 
as an important factor; but unlike the 
hundreds of others who found themselves 
with him on the top shelf, Vallee planned 
shrewdly and carefully and by dint of 
almost superhuman attention to detail 
and contacts not only kept himself at the 
top of the pile but glorified his position 
with the halo of legend. 

* * * 


The alleged wise guys thought Vallee 
would be like the smart schoolboy who 
would always recite his lesson while play- 
ing with a jacket button. A psychologist, 
the story goes, cut off the button sur- 
reptitiously and the bright one stam- 
mered and stuttered—and finally sat 
down in despair. They thought Vallee 
would be frozen stiff without either a 
megaphone or a mike. New England's 
fair-haired son fooled them. He scored 
in shorts, he was a phenomenal hit in 
Scandais and he displayed new angles of 
his many-sided performing personality in 
full-length films. All the while Vallee 
held his dominating position on the air 
and worked out a wrinkle that not only 
kept him there but made his commercial 
program the focal point of dial-turners 
all over the North American continent. 
His Fleischmann’s Yeast program is the 
Palace of the air. Performers strive for a 
place on it as comedians and acrobats 
used to sweat and strain in the good old 
days for a spot in the ace house (olav 
asholem!). Not only do they turn heaven 
and earth to have Vallee use them on the 
Thursday night inning, but once achieved 
it is—like Mrs. Jones’ operation—some- 
thing to talk about ever after. 


Cantor, too. has made personalities 
gleam with celestial light on his Chase & 
Sanborn broadcasts. Eddie didn’t ape 
Vallee. His was a different technic en- 
tirely. But Vallee came thru first, and to 
Vallee belongs the honor of being the air’s 
premier showman. In recent months 
Vallee has displayed a new phase of his 
character. He has turned to building up 
others; a definite sign of a man's self- 
confidence. Vallee has done more in the 
last few weeks for his latest protege, Al 
Bernie, than has been accomplished by 
an individual in behalf of another in the 
years that we have been surveying the 
show business scene. It is refreshine to 
observe this phenomenon. On Broadway, 
where the favorite indoor sport is knock- 
ing the other fellow; where the only time 
@ man is safe from his enemies is when

he is so far down that a grape press would 
have no effect on him. 
* * * 

Despite the jibes of imbecilic Broadway 
columnists, despite the modishness of 
knocking Vallee (all great publicity for a 
boy who has acquired the contortionistic 
knack of laughing up his sleeve while 
massaging his cheek with his tongue) he 
is a better guy than most of his alleged 
competitors. Not alone on crooning or 
on emseeing Yeast programs or on leading 
a band or clowning in revues or musical 
pix will Vallee’s ever-replenishing fame 
thrive. He will go on to more fertile 
fields and his name will be a byword for 
many years to come. He is, indeed, the 
outstanding personality of today’s bedlam 
and (we hope) tomorrow’s show business. 


HERE have been repercussions of our 
friendly debate with Frank Gillmore 
about The Billboard’s employment 

of the term “flesh” to denote the dif- 
ference between a mechanized and an 
“old-fashioned” stage. Between a theater 
where you can step up and touch the 
actors (if you’ve got the nerve) and one 
where the sounds and image come from 
a can in the projectionist’s booth. Sev- 
eral of the letters we have received are 
intensely interesting; others tell us what 
we have known before. Unfortunately 
there hasn’t yet arrived that long-sought 
solution to what is becoming a perplexing 
problem. 


Hewever, in this morning’s mail is a 
charmingly impractical discussion of the 
war against “flesh” from the pen of that 
capable director of publicity for the 
American Federation of Musicians, Harry 
R. Calkins. Harry can do his act better 
than we can handle the introduction. So 
here goes: 

It’s no wonder that Mr. Gillmore objects 
to the term “flesh,”” which certainly has 
a crass and vulgar sound and even lacks 
the saving quality of humor. It is worse 
than “meat actor,” which is relieved of 
a good-natured derision, 

This organization faced the same prob- 
lem in seeking a term opposite to “can- 
ned” music and, after much head-scratch- 
ing, was compelled to settle on “living 
music.” We were pleased when the pub- 
lie quickly came to recognize the mean- 
ing. “Living theater,” I take it, lacks the 
vivid brevity desired for trade paper use. 

“Life” is short and sweet but imagine: 
“The Orpheum Theater has adopted a 
‘life’ policy.”” Sounds like insurance. 

“Corporeity” would be correct but unfit 
for general consumption. The same goes 
for “hypostasis,” a twenty-dollar word, 
but with no b.-o appeal. “Creature” en- 
tertainment would be understood, but 
who wants to be called a creature? ‘“Pro- 
toplasmic” talent. How’s that? No? “Bod- 
ies” show is out, too. The best escape 
after all seems to be the use of “living” 
as an adjective. 

At any rate, Mr. Gillmore has a right 
to complain. Flesh! MTch-tch-tch—ham 
is also flesh. 


OOKS like the tastes of air fans are 
swinging away from comedians. At 
least the type of comedians they have 

been listening to these last few seasons. 
Comedians, we might explain, who thrive 
on synthetic humor that has more of a 
factory flavor than Hollywood pictures at 
their worst. But Joe Miller stuff, we feel. 
has not alone dug the graves of the co- 
medians who are being canceled from air 
programs as consistently as leaves fall in 
October. 

One guess is aS good as another. Ours 
is that the so-called catch line is the 
greatest devastator of comedian popu- 
larity. Like certain drugs they bring a 
comedian to a high point—and then 
comes the sudden drop with nobody down 
below holding a net or a mattress. 

When a catch line is first spilled it hits. 
Tt wears well for a while. Then Mr. and 
Mrs. Listener-In grow weary of the catch 
line. Mr. Comedian finds it difficult— 
practically impossible—to drop it from 
his routine. The catch line has become 
nauseatinely monotonous. Like a dog 
attached to a leash the comedian follows 
his master. Both the catch line and the 
exponent die a horrible death. 

Jack Pearl had the whole country talk- 
ing with his “Vas you dere, Sharley?” 
There’s Penner with bis “You nahsty 
man!” and “Wanna buy a duck?”; Eve 
Sully (Block and Suliy) with “Looka 
him!"; Ed Wynn with “So-o0-0-0-!”, etc. 
Those among the catchliners who have 
survived have done so not because of it 
but despite of it. Catch lines are a re- 
flection against the intelligence of an 
audience—whether it be air or theater. 
Promiscuously employed they are a give- 
away that the gagsters are short of laugh 
currency. Catch lines are still in use. 
They had better be discarded before they 
make of radio a humorless channel: 
limited from the amusement angle to 
gabbers, musicians and vocalists. An ideal 
guest is one who knows when he is about 
to wear out his welcome; an ideal co- 
median is one who doesn’t let a catch- 
line do his work. Of all unfaithful 
servants it is the worst.

I read in The Billboard of April 21, 
under Carnival Mutterings, a slam at 
some of the radio actors. It starts 
“Some radio actors could learn a lot by 
visiting some carnival midway and lis- 
tening to the talkers on the fronts of 
various shows.” I 
heartily ayree 
with you on some 
of the things in 
that article. Jack 
Pearl and Ed 
Wynn, in my 
opinion, spoil any 
good program. Ed Wynn is one of the 
highest-paid radio actors. I don't see 
how he gets a big salary. The program 
is good and would be much better if Ed 
Wynn were not on it with his silly talk 
that one cannot understand. 

The reason Amos ‘n’ Andy are sti? 
radio stars is because one can hear every 
word they say and they do not use any 
sulgar or dirty language. All announc- 
ers for the NBC and CBS and all the 
large stations are good announcers. All 
have good diction. Some of the best 
announcers, in my opinion, are David 
Ross, Alvin Bock, Robert Brown, Peter 
Graham, Stanley Payton, Quinn Rvan. 
Bob Ellison, Howard Plainny, Jean Paul 
King, Everett Mitchell and Joseph Freed. 
There are other announcers who are 
equally as good as these. Any of them 
could give present-day talkers on the 
fronts of carnival shews a few lessons in 
diction. 

The present-day talkers as a rule (I 
do not mean all talkers on the fronts of 
carnival shows) have very poor diction. 
Last summer the Model Shows of Amer- 
ica were here and I was surprised to hear 
the poor language used by some talkers 
on some of the shows. ‘They leave an 
impression on the public that it is ob- 
ligated to buy tickets and go in the 
shows. I have heard some very good 
talkers on fronts of carnival shows. 
Some were young and some were old 
men. The trouble with a lot of talkers 
is that they try to use big words that 
are not proper. while others handle the 
truth carelessly. When a talker misrep- 
resents to the public what is in a tent, 
he cannot get the public in that tent. 

I remember 25 or 30 years ago when 
we had street fairs here in the business 
district that the shows all had good 
talkers on their fronts. I used to like 
to hear them taJk. I am not an oid 
man; just nearing middle age. Most 
present-day talkers do not seem to have 
any push or drawing power in heir 
talks. They lack salesmanship abilitv to 
sell shows to the public. In this day 
one must have quality and quantity be- 
fore the public will buy. If there is 
nothing worth while in a tent the taik- 
er has nothing to sell to the public and, 
regardless of how gcecd a talker he is, 
he cannot pack a tent full of people. 
Most carnivals have about the same 
kind of shows. I have read in the last 
few years that this or that carnival 
was going to have all new shows, scme- 
thing never seen on any midway before. 
And when you see these carnivals, they 
are the same old shows, with only a 
few changes.

my exposure, but rather that of the 
committee which I had the honor of 
heading and the actions of which were 
approved by the parent assembly. And 
please tell Mr. Dorny that the silver 
cup which I received, the gift which 
seems to linger in his mind. is not 
silver. It started to tarnish last year. 
(No offense intended to those who gave 
me the cup.) 

I am glad that Dorny is out cam- 
paigning for Russ Walsh. I am, too, and 
refer you to the folder that I sent out 
in which I say that I think Russ will 
make a swell president. I indorse every- 
thing that Dorny says about Russ 
Walsh; I have done it in writing and 
I have done it verbally. He’d be a 
great president, I believe. 

It was also interesting to know that 
Dorny misread my statement in the 
April 14 issue of The Billboard regarding 
“instruction nights” at the assemblies. 
Of course, I know Chicago has had some 
educational lessons, but inasmuch as 
Dorny quoted my words, “None of the 
American magical societies have in- 
struction nights as at the foreign so- 
cieties,” I cannot understand how he 
went wrong in his interpretation. 

The foreign societies collaborate with 
one another and have fixed courses 
which travel from society to society, and 
that is what I proposed to introduce in 
America. In other words, each assembly 
from time to time will get a suggestion 
about some type of magic, and a mem- 
ber of that particular assembly best 
fitted to illustrate will be selected to 
give lessons. No one else misunderstood, 
because I have had about 30 letters tell- 
ing me it was a good idea. 

When I have been fishing and thrown 
some bait overboard and a big fish 
jumped and snapped at it, I have been 
pleased. When I mentioned “failures” 
in The Billboard of Aprii 14 I did not 
think a man of Dorny’s standing and 
reputation (than which there is no bet- 
ter) would be interested. I had in 
mind the old-time magician who trav- 
eled with a med show, who. if he saw 
a boy doing a back palm in the back of 
a barn out of a book by Howard 
Thurston, would say that the end of 
magic was here. 

But Dorny, I am surprised at you. I 
admire your frankness, but you should 
not go off half cocked as you sometimes 
do. And Dorny, read planks one and 
two of my platform as published in The 
Billboard. You will, or should, learn 
something of my ideas and ideals. In 
closing let me point out that I am not 
deeply “hurt” about anything and do 
not understand what Dorny means. But 
it was a nice letter. I am sorry, how- 
ever, that the only part of it in which 
Dorny is right is that Russ Walsh is a 
swell fellow and deserves your vote.

I found 
that towns ranging from 2,500 to 15,000 
are show hungry, but also “show-wise.” 

If a good rep company with the right 
publicity and right billing, with real 
ecuipment and real performances were 
to invade, during the sutnmer of 1934, 
the territory with which I am cognizant, 
I believe there is no doubt that money 
could be made. The old gag about the 
tent-show day being over is far from 
the truth. And the only big reason that 
it has ever come near to being truthful 
is because rep show owners and others 
have in large measure caused the con- 
aition by giving poor shows or practical- 
ly no shows at all. 

The first requisite is a high-type pro- 
gram put over by real actors; next a 
good tent, good lighting, decent seating 
accommodations; a manager who meets 
the public as his customers, not as a 
tunch of suckers, for a good many of 
these “suckers” know a good show bar- 
gain better than the would-be showman. 
The third necessary element is press 
agentry, billing and publicity and cre- 
ation of gocd will. If a show with these 
essentials came into the East this sum- 
mer the populace would be astounded. 
because said populace has begun to 
think that “there ain’t no such animal.” 

Mr. Broadbridge’s suggestions in re- 
gard to circuit building and pooling of 
owners are good, if enough wise owners 
could be recruited vhc would play the 
game. The chautauquas had to fold, in 
large measure, because they could no 
longer get their guarantees out of the 
towns and because the towns had out- 
grown chautauqua lectures. Their 
towns lie as virgin territory, however. 
for the good rep company. The best 
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evidence of that is found in the fact 
that while lectures no lorger draw, on 
Play nights a fine attendance is always 
noted. The writer could name up to 
200 towns and small cities in this terri- 
tory that would be A-1 for a company 
willing to present proper programs and 
able to build up public confidence.

Shows Seem To 


Avoid Canada 


The Big One not going in 
this year—maybe Barnes 
\ 
for few stands 
e ‘ 

NEW YORK, April 28—More shows 
than usual appear to be avoiding Can- 
ada in their routes this season due to 
heavy taaxtion. One of the most recent 
experiences is that of George Hamid, 
who negotiated a contract with Alexis 
Nihon to play a circus in the latter’s 
St. Laurent Garden arena, Montreal, 
June 2-17. Everything went okeh until 
Nihon advised Hamid by wire to Chi- 
cago, where he attended the Hagenbeck- 
Waliace opening, that the tax would 
range from $750 to $1,000 per day, fees 
which are in addition to the usual tax 
on admissions. Hamid’s understanding 
is that the government tax is about 
half as much as the fee required by the 
province, Quebec. Moreover,says Hamid, 
fees must be paid in advance, so that 
the 16-day show which he plans would 
cost in the neighborhood of $15,000 be- 
fore a dime is taken in. To that must 
be added exploitation cost and expendi- 
ture on the show itself, representing an 
amount “altogether too fantastic for any 
sound business man or showman to 
consider.” Nihon was making an en- 
deavor this week to iron out the situa- 
tion with authorities. According to 
Hamid, he expects that he will have the 
show there eventually, having already 
lined up an array of acts, which at pres- 
ent includes Hill’s Elephants, Picchiant 
Troupe, Wilbur’s Society Circus, Alf 
Loyal’s Dogs, Pallenberg’s Bears, Janet 
May and a wild animal act. 


NEW YORK, April 28—S. W. Gum- 
pertz, general manager of the Ringling 
shows, stated this week that he will not 
tend the Ringling-Barnum Circus into 
Canada this year. Show played but one 
date in the Dominion last year, in Mont- 
real. “I may, however, arrange to send 
the Al G. Barnes Show in there for a 
few stands,” Mr. Gumpertz said, “but 
the tax will have to be modified.” It 
is indicated that a smaller show would 
have a better chance of making money 
under the heavy taxes than a mammoth 
one like R-B, due to the lower expendi- 
tures involved in railroading, which 
would offset exorbitant fees, compara- 
tively.

ATLANTIC CITY, April 28.—Convinced that no group is better qualified to 
secure favurable publicity for a community than its active, working newspaper 
men, Mayor Harry Bacharach has made a new departure by turning the job over 


to six resort scribes. 


Starting as a suggestion by the mayor before a Press Club 


meeting that the newspaper men might help in aiding Atlantic City’s recovery from 
depression, the movement has grown to such an extent that the City Press Commis- 
sion now is housed in a suite of offices in the resort’s $15,000,000 Convention Hall. 


An appropriation of $12,000 has been 
placed at disposal of the commission by 
the city and Harry M. Resnick, Atlantic 
City newspaper man and publicity ex- 
pert, has been engaged on a full-time 
basis. Except for stenographers, he is 
the only salaried member of the new 
group, the rest volunteering their serv- 
ices. 


‘Facilities for Visitors 


Facilities of city press headquarters 
will be at disposal of visiting news writ- 
ers, radio announcers, columnists, pho- 
tographers, news reel camera men, maga- 
zine writers and visiting celebrities. 

The new bureau will send out news 
releases and photographs to newspapers 
magazines and trade periodicals. Radio 
exploitation will be arranged for, con- 
vention drives wili be assisted and aid 
will be given in promoting all civic en- 
terprises aimed at securing favorable 
publicity for the resort. 


Joseph H. Shinn, night city editor of The 
Atlantic City Press, is chairman of the 
commission. Lewis M. Herrmann, editor 
of The Atlantic City News and president 
of the Press Club, is vice-chairman.

We would like to sound a note of 
caution to all of our friends in the 
business everywhere that each of the 
major rides especially should be ex- 
amined by a very competent man who 
could qualify as an expert on that par- 
ticular ride and make a written report 
cn its condition. 

He need not do the werk, but only 
point out what is imperative to make 
the ride safe for the coming summer. 
The work could all be done by local 
men after it has once been specified by 
the expert. 

Some of the rides have not had much 
ettention for two or three years largely 
because they were not doing much and 
it was considered that the wear had 
been insignificant. But bear in mind 
the elements do their destructive work 
just the same in times of depression as 
in prosperity, and even if a ride has 
not operated and has had no attention 
for two or three years it surely should 
have a thoro overhauling before being 
used. 

We do not want to refer to any par- 
ticular ride because we want this to be 
impartial. Only a few days ago we saw 
a ride supposed to have certain atten- 
tion each fall and certain parts pro- 
tected from the weather during the 
entire nonproductive seascn. This was 
not done, so that deterioration since last

Emil Geise writes from Paterson, N. J.: 
“Have just organized a _ corporation 
known as the Circle Pool Corporation 
and have leased the former property of 
the Paterson Popular Swimming Pool, 
and we are planning to recondition and 
alter the property to an up-to-date 
standard. 

“Changes to be made are widening 
the boardwalk all around the pool; a 
new sand beach, 25 by 150 feet, on the 
east side of it abreast with the shallow 
end, also new spectator bleacher seats, 
new diving boards and other devices, 
one slide for grownups and one for kid- 
dies, not to mention rings, trapeze and 
swings on the sand beach. 

“The old beach section will be used 
exclusively for game space such as hand- 
ball courts, ring pitching and others on 
one-half, and the remainder of the 
space will be occupied by a group of 
beach chairs, flower and shrubbery 
beds, also a new 25x35-foot refreshment 
stand with an upper deck overlooking 
the pool. The lower level will have 
counters to serve patrons of the pool 
and road. 

“The locker house is a two-story 
building with a large basement. The 
upper floor will be used for the men's 
and boys’ lockers and dressing rooms, 
and the first floor for ladies and girls. 
There will also be a comfortably fur- 
nished lounge or waiting room. The 
basement will be used for Skee-Ball al- 
leys, ping-pong tables and other games. 

“City water will be used. The double 
filtering plant is to be overhauled and 
thoroly cleaned to give the best possible 
sterile water service. A new six-foot 
fence will be placed around the pool 
and a lower one for the sand beach and 
play area. In addition we will have a 
new overhead lighting system 

“A large space is being graded for 
ample free parking of autos. There is 
also a large tract of additional land 
fronting on the Passaic River which 
we intend to use for the development

TORONTO, April 28.—General reorgani- 
zation of the Canadian National Exhibi- 
tion board is forecast as a result of the 
resignation as general manager of Dr. 
H. W. Waters on April 18. It is under- 
stood that the action followed protracted 
internal dissension within the exhibition 
organization and that Dr. Waters had 
repeatedly expressed objection to “inter- 
ference” with administrative policies with 
which he was directly concerned. 


It is felt that the shakeup has come at 
the wrong time, with opening of the CNE 
only four months away and some of the 
major attractions said to be still pending. 
It was reported that concern was cen- 
tered around the Jacques Cartier Cele- 
bration, which was to have brought to 
Toronto two shiploads of French soldiers, 
musicians, lawyers and architects. 


Dr. Waters is said to be the only man 
of the staff who is closelv in touch with 
the Cartier enterprise, which was to be 
one of the features of the Centennial vear 
program. The bringing of a world-wide 
krown band to the fair is still in the 
offing, according to reports. 


It has been pointed out that Dr. Waters 
has resigned on other occasions, but this 
time his decision is considered definite. 
He had made all arrangements for the 
Centennial Celebration and conducted all 
conferences with government officials and 
has at his finger tips all administrative 
details of the “big show.”

W. Kalbus, State department of fairs, 
told Northeastern Wisconsin fair repre- 
sentatives at a district conference on 
April 20 in the Hotel Raulf here. 

From a maximum of $4,000, scale of 
payment is graduated downward to a 
group of 13 fairs, which are eligible to 
receive $1,000 as State aid. No fair may 
draw more than the maximum listed for 
its class. 


Palmistry Under Ban 


It was pointed out that the secretary 
of each fair and the fair board are re- 
sponsible for concessions permitted. 
Nine games approved by the State asso- 
ciation include nail-driving games, high 
strikers, weighing scales, pitch-till-you- 
win, group baseball, milk bottles, doll 
racks, cigaret shooting galleries and dart 
and balloon games. 

Mr. Kalbus said a new list approved 
by the State will be issued to include 
African Dip, hoopla and possibly one or 
two others. Merchandise wheels will 
be permitted only when operated by the 
local fair associations, while fortune 
telling or palmistry will not be permit- 
ted. 


Beer Held to 5 Per Cent 


No concession will be permitted to 
pay a cash premium nor buy back a 
merchandise prize for cash. Fairs are 
permitted to sell beer on grounds, pro- 
vided it does not exceed 5 per cent alco- 
holic content by weight.

“Sons and daughters of Barnum have 
my sympathy in trying to operate a fair 
in these trying times,” was the way 
Commissioner of Agriculture Olcott F. 
King greeted the fair officials during 
his talk on The Purpose of An Agricul- 
tural Fair. “Like many words in the 
English language, the word fair has a 
double meaning,” he said “When used 
alone it means beautiful, but when 
used with the article “the” it means a 
market place.

He is 2 32d-degree Mason and 
member of the Elks, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce and president of 
the Topeka Country Club. His hobbies 
are his family, conducting the Free Fair 
and playing golf. His wife, Jessie Fye 
Jencks, is not active in fair work. They 
have two daughters, Julia Lavelle, 18, 
and Cordelia Louise, 12 years old.

CHICAGO, April 28—Chicago Sym- 
phony Orchestra is to furnish 10 
weeks of its music, starting on 
July 1, in the Swift Theater now 
being built to the north of the Swift 
bridge at 23d street.

Back of 
the open-air theater Swift & Comapny 
will have attractive exhibits. 


Harlan Tarbell, widely known magi- 
cian, 1s to put on a show at the fair 
based upon the popular comic strip, 
Buck Rogers, which is syndicated to 
more than 150 dailies.

very large places. It is a policy well 

worth considering these times. 


Cahill and Culture 


Last issue we touched only briefly on 
the achievements of Thaddeus Cahull, 
brother of George F. and Arthur Cahill, 
members of our division and producers 
of the Cahill projectors. This brother, 
who has recently passed, was indeed a 
genius. He was predisposed to the law 
and had acted as cfficial court stenog- 
rapher when he was but 14 years of 
age, and yet scientific research and ex- 
ferimentation appealed to him cven 
more strongly and absorbed much of his 

sme and efforts. 


He built and marketed an electric 
typewriter, was one of the earliest radio 
Broadcasters of music and bore the dis- 
tinction of having Dr. Lee De Forest 
broadcast from his central station. He 
hed to his credit wireless telephony and 
wired wireless. His first electrical type- 
writer was exhibited at the Pan-Ameri- 
can in Buffalo. He created the key- 
board instrument for converting electri- 
cal waves into music of ethereal beauty. 
His telharmonia won tributes from Lord 
Kelvin, Dr. Steinmetz, Dr. Gabrilawitch. 
Frank Kneisel and Caruso, with numer- 
ous other distinguished people. 

It was the World War which inter- 
rupted the telharmonia, which he had 
brought to the stage warranting com- 
mercial development. This was done at 
great cost in work and in money. Then 
after the war the advent of broadcasting 
left no room for other methods of dis- 
tributing music. But Dr. Cahill’s work 
on the telharmonia has given him a dis- 
tinguished place as pioneer in his field. 

That was a beautiful tribute paid to 
him by The Transcript, Holyoke, Mass., 
which read as follows: “No man has 
appeared in Holyoke who brought with 
him more culture in its fineness since 
Dr. Cahill, word of whose sudden death 
in his New York home was carried jn 
this paper last evening.” Matthew 
Arnold said: “Men of culture are the 
true apostles of equality.” 

We always knew there was a finer 
fiber in the Cahill family and have in- 
deed appreciated their friendship and 
association with them. We feel that we 
are speaking for all who know them in 
cur industry when we say that sym- 
pathy for them is universal 


On Foreign Shipments 


One of our friends wrote to know 
what the duty on the amusement 
equipment is going to cost in various 
countries. This reminds us of one pro- 
fosal we had in Chicago in the early 
days of our organization where we were 
going to have a universal contract good 
for all States. It required a lot of effort 
to convince our members that contracts 


they had been using and in which they 
had utmost confidence would stand 
only in the States for which they were 
criginally drawn, and then only at the 
ime when they were drawn. It was 
learned then that each State has cer- 
tain requirements that must be met to 
protect the sale of personal property on 
deferred payments and that even these 
are subject to change by any legisla- 
ture, and there are changes every year 
sumewhere. 

The duty on amusement equipment in 
fereign countries can be changed by a 
commission overnight, and the tiuctua- 
tions in currency are almost of daily 
occurrence. One of our manufacturers 
sold a device when the duty was at a 
certain rate, but before the delivery was 
made the duty was very materially ad- 
vanced and the purchaser actually made 
a claim for the difference 

If you are going to make a <elivery 
into a foreign country you would better 
be sure the quota for amusement de- 
vices is not filled before you start the 
shipment or else it will be stopped at 
the border. Then you will not complete 
the delivery nor the collection. Ship- 
ping in each country must be on a basis 
for that country only and subject to 
changes in currencies, tariff, quota and 
taxes. This is not a note cf alarm tw 
discourage any of you, but only to 
caution you so as to prevent loss.

VER in Pennsylvania there is a 
mayor who leads one to believe 
that he thinks circuses are oper- 

ated more or less, if not purely, for 
glory. His name is Eddie McCloskey 
and he is located at Johnstown. The 
Ringling Bros. and Barnum & Bailey 
Combined Circus wanted to show Johns- 
town and ALL Mr. Mayor wanted for 
this privilege from the representative of 
the show calling on him for a permit 
was 2,400 free tickets for the school-boy 
patrol, plus the license fee, of course. 


“You'll have to give us 2,400 free tick- 
ets for the school-boy patrol—or no 
circus,” he was quoted in a local news- 
paper as having said. 

“That’s up to the NRA,” was the re- 

from the circus representative. 
“You'll have to take it up with Wash- 
ington.” 

Can you beat that one—2,400 free 
ducats? I don’t see how anybody of 
sound reasoning could blame the circus 
representative for turning down this 
outrageous demand. 

If Mr. Mayor does not come down off 
his high horse, nobody but the Johns- 
town children and other lovers of the 
circus there is going to suffer by being 
deprived of this form of amusement. 
Could it be that he didn’t think of that 
angle? 

Now let’s contrast this situation with 
that of a New York daily newspaper. 
Because of abuses that have crept into 
its distribution and because too many 
persons were asking the city desk for 
tickets for various events, The New York 
Herald Tribune recently issued an order 
that no tickets will be accepted from 
the circus, or for auto shows, rodeos, 
flower, motorboat, radio and other shows 
for that matter, except for reporters ac- 
tually covering such events. In an ar- 
ticle concerning this new policy, Editor 
and Publisher, of April 21, said, in part: 

“In recent years requests for tickets 
for the circus have increased by leaps 
and bounds and have come to the city 
desk by the hundreds from every non- 
editorial department of the paper. Many 
business office employees who had found 
that they might get free pairs of tickets 
for three or four events each year were 
as ‘abashed’ as Mr. Fellows when they 
heard of the decision. (The Mr. Fellows 
referred to is Dexter Fellows, p. a. of 
the Big Show.) 

“Discrimination played an indirect 
part in the eradication of the evil, how- 
ever. It was used as an argument along 
with many requests for tickets. 

“*You gave somebody else in my de- 
partment tickets,” was the formula. 
When these requests became too numer- 
ous, it became necessary to reject all of 
them.” 

Stanley Walker, the city editor, was 
quoted in the paper as saying, “It is the 
greatest advance in journalism since the 


invention of the rotary press and the 
streamlined obit.”

societies, institutions, associations, or- 
ganizations and—but what’s the use?— 
the point js that Mr. Milton Danziger 
has an eloquent squawk. Act 1: “Volume 
XLVI, No. 17, April 28, 1934, issue, page 
43, column 3 of ‘the world’s foremost 
amusement weekly’ omits my name from 
the box occupants at the recent Boston 
Hunting and Fishing Show and Guides’ 
Tournament.” Act 2: “This is of no con- 
sequence, but the remarks which imme- 
diately follow might imply that there was 
something wrong with my physical con- 
dition which made it impossible to put 
in an appearance.” Act 3: “I do not know 
who wrote the account (Mr. Danziger is 
trying to be funny, and I beg readers to 
pay no attention to him), but it may 
interest you to know that I was seated 
thruout the entire performance next to 
the genial representative of The Bill- 
beard, the Hon. Leonard Traube.” (I'll 
let that crack pass.)

This is 
merely presented to keep the record cor- 
rect and to refresh my memory as to 
whether I was actually present.” (Now 
you're talking, Mr. Danziger.) Epilog: 
“T am thoroly convinced that the above 
statements are absolutely correct and if 
necessary can submit sworn affidavits to 
that effect.” Mr. Danziger floors me. Such 
is the ingratitude of man. Mr. Danziger 
was mentioned six times in the article 
in question.

the make-believes exposed it would 
be much better for the business, for 
managements and contestants — Guy 
Weadick.

It would be ab- 
solutely absurd to condemn all cowbo 
competitions on the strength of suc 
causes for complaint — From Guy 
Weadick’s letter to Lord Lonsdale, 
president of the National Sporting 
Club, sponsor of Tex Austin’s Rodeo in 
London in June.

DETROIT, April 28.—The separate suits of Henry C. Lemke and Alphonse 
Gaspard to secure an injunction protecting skill games were postponed this week 
until Tuesday, May 1. A plan agreed upon at previous hearings covering a week was 
to be tried for one week and then efforts would be made to agree upon a permanent 
plan fo: the operation of pin games. The postponement of the case until May 1 


extends the temporary plan 


“Everything now looks favorable for the operator,” 


Lemke stated on Thursday of this week, “except for the fact that some of the boys 


are not living up to the instructions of 
the judge. Fifty per cent are not co- 
operating. The judge ruled that ma- 
chines must be padlocked until 6 p.m. 
where children congregate. This was a 
temporary measure to try out the re- 
sponsibility of operators for one week. 
Yet from Tuesday to Saturday afternoon 
one precinct alone had 30 complaints of 
violation.” 


To secure swift compliance with the 
plan which was arranged on April 17 
Lemke sent a telegram on April 21 to 
80 operators in Detroit, also sending 
special delivery letters with the same 
message to 45 others. The telegraphic 
Message was as follows: 

“A very serious matter has been called 
to our attention today. The Detroit 
Police Department has received a large 
number of complaints where prizes have 
been paid and children allowed to play 
pin games, which is positively not in 
harmony with the truce agreement we 
effected on pin games with the police de- 
partment and Circuit Court ruling last 
Tuesday. Unless 100 per cent co-opera- 
tion ‘s given by all operators and mer- 
chants immediately it will certainly 
mean failure for all concerned to remain 
in business. Padlocks positively must 
be placed on all coin chutes until 6 p.m. 
on school days on all machines in stores 
near schools where children congregate. 
Positively no, prizes are allowed anyone 
while the test agreement is pending. 
Without your co-operation our efforts are 
all in vain. United we succeed, divided 
we fall. Please call at our office for your 
supply of free stickers for your machines. 
Regards.”—-Lemke Specialty Company. 

Judge Vincent Brennan, before whom 
hearings have been held, was favorably 
impressed by the sending of this message, 
Lemke stated. The court proceedings may 
last for two to three weeks longer, inas- 
much as Lemke has six more witnesses 
who have not been called. Meanwhiie all 
possible efforts are being made to work 
out a permanent agreement with the 
police department which will be respected 
by police and operators alike. (More de- 
tails on Detroit situation elsewhere in 
this issue.)

RICHMOND, Va., April 28. — Despite 
the fact that a higher court has held 
that reel venders as operated in Rich- 
mond do not come within the scope of 
the State anti-gambling laws, a police 
justice fined two local coinmen this week 
on charges of operating the machines 
illegally 

An appeal has been taken. The two 
city dailies have been waging a war on 
the operation of coin machines and are 
backed by the mayor. Following the 
action of the police justice, the mayor 
issued a statement asking that the public 
co-operate in reporting cases. However, 
it is reported that the mayor admitted, 
in view of the decision of the higher 
court, the city is without authority. 
Orinion is that the local court will not 
be upheld when the appeal is carried to 
higher court, in view of the previous 
decision.

Need State Model 


The license issued is definitely before the trade and its mo- 
mentum seems to be increasing. The pressing need for a 
model license bill to cover the skill amusement devices and per- 
haps merchandising machines becomes apparent with every 
case in which a city or State brings up the issue. 

A model bill or ordinance, formed by the best judgment in 
the industry, should be ready to present whenever any legisla- 
tive body brings up the question of taxing coin machines. 

Due to pressing needs for revenue by State and local gov- 
ernments, coin machines become an easy mark for taxation. 
The important thing is that the trade be in readiness to fight 
for a just and reasonable tax wherever and whenever the issue 
is raised. 

A model bill or ordinance relating to skill devices and mer- 
chandising machines would bring about agreement among 
coinmen themselves as to what is a “reasonable and just tax”; 
at present there is no common understanding or agreement in 
the trade on the matter. A model bill would form the most 
effective weapon for countering against all unfair bills and or- 
dinances. 

New York and Detroit are now in the midst of a license 
issue; Los Angeles has recently put all types of machines un- 
der a license plan, after many months of dickering ; and the State 
of Virginia has also gone license. In the Detroit situation, 
F. E. Turner raises a problem that must be faced in all local 
licensing movements. His idea is for a model State license bill 
which will fix the limits of county and city fees; the license to 
be collected by the State and distributed to the local units, 
etc. The “Michigan Plan” urges that a State license should be 
the main objective to prevent excessive city and county licenses. 

It is the idea of preventing the maneuvering, the expense 
to operators, and the excessive fees frequently assessed by 
cities and counties, that makes a State license so important. 

The Virginia license bill recently passed provides that “i 
addition to the tax herein imposed, the board of supervisors of 
each county and the council or governing body of any city or in- 
corporated town may impose and collect a license upon such 
slot machines, subject to the provisions of this section.” It is 
this provision for multiple taxing that would be so adverse to 
the coin machine business. 

The only way to prevent separate and excessive city, county 
and State taxes is to secure the passage of a State bill which 
includes all and limits the amount of city and county fees to 
something within reason. 

The most logical way to secure the passage of reasonable 
State license bills is to have a model bill ready for presenta- 
tion in every State when the license issue becomes a problem. 

Both Detroit and New York officials and coinmen are at 
work on license bills; the Michigan AMA apparently has a 
suggested State bill; Los Angeles has a complete license sys- 
tem; out of these experiences should come a reasonable model 
State bill and local ordinance for the benefit of the industry.

LOS ANGELES, April 28.—A city ordi- 
nance placing an annual license fee of 
%2.50 upon all merchandise vending ma- 
chines within the city limits, now un- 
taxed, was passed by the city council this 
week. : 

The ordinance repeals an old ordinance 
prohibiting the sale of cigarets thru 
vending machines. This ordinance was 
attacked and has been in the courts for 
four years, with no early prospect of de- 
cision. The fight against this ordinance 
has been carried on during these four 
years by the Rowe Service Company. 


The new ordinance affects some 1,400 
of the cigaret machines, while rough esti- 
mates of gum, candy and peanut ma- 
chines state there are more than 30,000 
in the city. 


The members of the Western Vending 
Machine Operators’ Association, operators 
of penny merchandise machines, appeared 
before the council and demanded a re- 
duction in the fee, and as a result Coun- 
cilman Wilson, as chairman of the Finance 
Committee, declared that an amendment 
will be prepared reducing the charge on 
the lower-bracket machines. 


With the amusement machines license 
ordinance now in effect, every type of 
coin-controlled equipment in the city is 
licensed. The amusement license went 
into effect on April 12, and the police de- 
partment has warned that citations will 
be made on machines not bearing the 
license by May 1. 


Roosevelt Not ‘Decided 
On Cig Tax Reduction 


WASHINGTON, April 28.— Following 
news reports that President Roosevelt 
was opposed to the 40 per cent reduction 
on cigaret taxes, he authorized an in- 
auiry this week to determine whether 
tobacco taxes could be reduced as pro- 
posed in the Vinson Bill. He asked the 
treasury, the department of agriculture 
and the director of the budget to make 
the study to determine whether revenue 
estimates would permit such a reduction. 
At the same time the White House made 
it clear that no decision had been 
reached on the question. 

The bill had attracted attention of 
clgaret vending machine operators be- 
cause proponents of the bill stated that 
the 40 per cent reduction in tax of 
cigarets would permit selling two dime 
packages for 15 cents and two 15-cent 
packages for 25 cents.

New Gum Vender 


Is Announced 


BROOKLYN, April 28. — Taking ad- 
vantage of the fact that The Billboard is 
published weekly, thus providing ad- 
vantages for the early announcement of 
new machines, D. Robbins & Company 
announce this week the new penny ma- 
chine for vending stick peppermint and 
spearmint chewing gum. The machine 
will be sold to operators on an exclusive 
territory basis. 


Dave Robbins, head of the firm, states 
that machines are now in production 
and ready for immediate delivery in 
large quantities. The machine is being 
built because of the great demand for a 
neat counter vender for sanitary 
wrapped stick gum, he says. According 
to statistics, about 90 out of every 100 
people in the United States chew gum. 
Robbins says that in order for operators 
to make money with their machines 
they must use a good grade of gum. 


Several weeks ago the Robbins firm 
made arrangements with a leading east- 
ern gum manufacturer to supply stick 
gum equal to or better than the well- 
known brands now on the market.

Dur- 
ing all this time this young man never 
interfered with or hurt a competitor on 
his way up the road to success. This is 
an example for all of us to look at and 
remember that there is room at the top 
for all. So keep your hands clean, do 
not drive your brother operator out by 
unfair competition, price cutting, substi-

DETROIT, April 28—Differences of opinion among prominent figures in the 
ccin-machine industry were revealed during the proceedings on the injunction suit 
brought by Henry C. Lemke and A. N. Gaspard in defense of pin tables and other skil! 
devices. The case is still pending, with a temporary truce worked out. The temporary 
injunction granted to Lemke was dissolved by Judge Brennan, when it was reported 
to the court that stickers had been distributed to several operators indicating their 


machgnes were the property of Lemke. 
with many years of experience in the 
trade, stated his position in bringing the 
injunction proceedings and also the 
effort to secure a revised ordinance for 
amusement machines. He has been carry- 
ing the offensive for the smaller oper- 
ators, he says, who feel there aang be 
legal protection for their machines, but 

are unable to start individual suits. It 
was this factor, Lemke pointed out, that 
was attacked in court and which was 
the reason for his distributing stickers 
to other operators. Also the need for a

Lemke, a prominent jobber in Detroit and 


cailing attention to some of the facts 
brought out in the proceedings. 

“The court ruled that the police have 
no right to establish a prohibited zone 
near schools,” Lemke stated. “I have 
been fighting for the removal of this re- 
striction. What difference does it make 
where the machine is, as long as we keep 
the children from playing them. We 
propose a new system—a weekly tourna- 
ment, prizes to be awarded for the 
week's highest score. The court and the 
corporation counsel alike favor this plan, 
and opposition, in a private conference in 
the judge’s chambers, comes from Super- 
intendent John P. Smith of the police 
department on the ground that the 
premium or award might be increased 
week after week. We can iron out this 
difference. 


“The police have been instructed to 
make a report next Tuesday of the total 
number of complaints received since this 
action was started. We can know the 
gravity of the situation then.” 

Referring to previous attempts to han- 
dle the Detroit situation thru personal 
conference and other methods, Lemke 
expressed the point of division that runs 
thru the industry locally: 

“The local association tried to solve 
this, first by salesmanship of a definite 
proposition to the police department, but 
it did not work. After I lost 41 machines 
I went ahead and got a temporary in- 
junction. The injunction is dissolved, 
but the fact is that not a single machine 
has been picked up since. 

“As a permanent contribution toward 
settlement our counsel, Robert Speed, is 

ing a draft ordinance. Every op- 
erator of a pin game amusement machine 
will be required to secure a license for a 
certain fee; but every subsequent ma- 
chine will be licensed at a small fraction 
of the initial fee. This will discourage 
the storekeeper or location owner from 
buying his own machine. The license will 
pa be transferable when the machine is

Lemke is his confidence in 
the immediate future of the coin ma- 
chine industry in Detroit by going to Chi- 
cago this week for a large machine order. 
He is after baseball machines this trip, 
and stated before leaving that he will 
order 1,000 machines from Chicago man- 
ufacturers and representatives. This is 
believed to be one of the big single orders 
in the recent history of the industry. 


Turning to the other side of the ques- 
tion, most members of the Automatic 
Merchandisers’ Association are definitely 
opposed to the idea of a license ordinance. 
The view is presented formally by FPred- 
erick E. Turner, president of the Mich1- 
gan Association, who has just returned 
from an extended trip in Ohio. 


“The court proceedings should be set- 
tled first, AMA members generally feel,” 
Turner said. “Moreover, the proposed or- 
dinance will mean a license. 


“The legality of the prize awards must 
be settled first. We do not know where 
we stand in the law with regard to prizes. 


“And we are opposed to a license, start- 
ing with the city, on general principles. 
We have been trying to get a State law 

, Specifying the amount of fee to 
be charged by any city or county, and 
making this uniform for the whole State, 
There will be no opportunity to pass this 
until the January session of the Legisla- 
ture, however. A certain part of the fee 
would be passed on, split into three parts, 
between city, State and county. 

“After consulting with many national 
leaders on plans of licensing, we know 
that this is the one which can win the 
support of the industry. We put forward 
the Michigan Plan of licensing upon a 
State-wide basis, as the mode! setup for 
the entire coin machine industry. 


“There is no license anywhere in the 
State at the present time, except a small 
fee in Grand Rapids. This has been so low 
that we have never thought of fighting it, 
and some city administrations have even 
failed to enforce it.” 


The Detroit group of the AMA gave a 
vote of confidence this week to the com- 
mittee, headed by M. A. Angott, which is 
negotiating with the police in an effort 
to work out a solution of the pin game 
dispute, and the committee will continue 
A work despite the pending injunction

Prosecutor was United States Attorney 
David G. Hart, and for the defendant, 
International Mutoscope, were Brand- 
hall, Dash & Whalen. Mr. Rabkin, in- 
ventor of the machines, who testified, 
said that the decision has already had 
its effect in that machines are now 
working in the streets of Washington. 
Decision is held important in that it 
may favorably change the legal status 
of digger and traveling crane machines 
thruout the country. 

Jury was out for an hour and 2a half 
on the case, which was in the test 
category by agreement with the prose- 
cution. Actual charge was the operation 
of a machine for gambling purposes. 


Monthly Fee Is Proposed 


FORREST CITY, Ark., April 28.—The 
city council voted to license the opera- 
tion of coin machines and City Attor- 
ney Henry Gregory was instructed to 
draw up an ordinance for passage at the 
next meeting of the council. The action 
of the council was the outgrowth .of a 
recent failure of the grand jury to indict 
operators of slot machines. A tax of 
$2.50 per month was agreed upon for 
all machines.

NEWPORT NEWS, Va., April 28—Sharp 
reductions in the license fees on slot ma- 
chines were made by the city council 
here in a new license ordinance. A fee of 
$100 is to be placed on operators of the 
conventional reel venders paying off in 
tokens, with an additional charge of $10 
per machine. Hitherto this particular 
type of machine has not been licensed 
and its operation was not considered 


legal. 

On other types of machines previously 
licensed fees have been scaled down. 
Penny amusement machines wiil pay $2 
per year, and others will average $3 and 

$4 per year. Fee on baggage checking ma- 
chines was reduced to 25 cents annually.

Two New Reelers Offer 
Attractive Appeals 


CHICAGO, April 28. — An appeal to 
sporting blood and the popularity of 
racing during the Kentucky Derby sea- 
son will be made in a new reel-type 
machine, advance quantities of which 
have already been shipped to branch 
managers by O. D. Jennings & Company. 
The new machine bears the name of 
Derby Special. 

In cabinet and general appearance it 
has the beauty, color and modernistic 
streamline effects of the Century ma- 
chine. Player inserts his coin, selects 
a horse by moving an indicator directly 
to the left of the two reels and then 
pulls the lever. One of the reels has 
numbered horses, while the second reel 
has numbers indicating odds of the 
race. Production is being speeded up 
on this machine. 

The Jennings firm has also cominan 
another small reel machine, weighing 
only 22 pounds, and which is designed 
for a real trade stimulator. It is called 
the Little Merchant and will be recom- 
mended to stimulate cigaret sales. 

Players insert a nickel, select a brand 
of cigarets by manipulating a dial at 


the bottom of the vender, then press 
lever to set the three reels spinning. If 
one reel stops at brand selected by 
player, he gets one pack; if two reels 
show brand, he gets a carton; if all 
three reels show brand selected, he gets 
five cartons, and so on.

Defends Invention as 
First With Skill Idea 


PORTLAND, Ore., April 28. — With 
other patent applications pending Floyd 
R. Marsh was issued a design patent, 
No. 91,952, recently covering a new ma- 
chine called the Dixie Bell. The firm, 
Dixie Manufacturing Company, has 2 
test case in the courts to determine the 
legality of the machine. A temporary 
injunction has been obtained and the 
hearing for permanent injunction will 
come up May 10.

Nat compli- 
mented the convenience of the airways 
for New York distributors to come to 
Chicago and confer with manufacturers. 

Mr. Cohn is hendling the distribution 
of the World’s Series baseball games in 
the New York market and Ne states that 
never in his experience in the coin ma- 
chine field has he seen such a demand 
for a machine. The demand is so in- 
sistent, he says, that he stays away from 
his office much of the time or else he 
would go nutty listening to the plead- 
ings of customers. 


New Hall and New Tax 


YOAKUM, Tex., April 28-—-The city 
commissioners, meeting in the new city 
hall for the first time, passed an ordi- 
nance assessing an occupation tax upon 
all kinds of machines used for amuse- 
ment or for vending commodities. On 
all sorts of pin games and scales an 
annual tax of $5 is assessed, and on gum 
machines and other merchandising 
types a tax of $2.50 is fixed. 

The ordinance will become law on or 
about May 1.
